Marchers In Good-Natured Mood 


As They Chant 'Jail To Chief'

the Chief,” thousands of dem onstrators marched 
on Congress today demanding legislators speed up 
im peachm ent proceedings against President Nix-

te a c h e rs have c h a stised the 
school’s principal, the district 
su p e rin te n d e n t and d istric t 
trustees for adding an adm inis­ 
trato r to the staff after notify­ 
ing five teachers they will not 
be rehired next year. 
About three-fourths of the dis­ 
tric t’s 60 teachers m et yester­ 
day and voted unanimously to 
file an official grievance over 
the action taken 
Monday by 
tru ste e s , acco rd in g to Tony 
DePrado. a teachers spokes­ 
man. 
“ We are extrem ely upset,'’ 
he said “ We hear a lot about 
how little money there is and 
teachers have to be let go .. 
And now we find out w e're 
getting another adm inistrator 
Trustees on Monday decided 
to transfer Homestead School 
Principal Jam es McDonough to 
the middle school as a second 
vice principal. Previously, five 
middle school teachers were 
told they would not be rehired 
next year because of shrinking 
enrollm ent. 
T e a c h e rs think the board 
may have acted 
illegally in 
approving the transfer in closed 


session, according to DePrado. 
(The Ralph M. Brown Act al­ 
lows public bodies to meet in 
closed session to discuss hiring 
and firing employees but has no 
provision for discussing reas­ 
signment of personnel in such 
sessions ) 
“ If we had discu ssed the 
transfer publicly and then not 
proceeded, we would have ne­ 
cessarily alarm ed the people in 
the school he (McDonough* is 
com ing fro m .”

with a figure representing Nix­ 
on behind the bars. 
Police estim ated there were 
6,000 m archers. Others put the 
figure as high as 9,000. 
The seven-block long proces­ 
sion reached the Capitol shortly 
after I p rn. EDT and chanted 
“ Throw the 
Bum O ut,” and 
“ No More Y ears” as they w ait­ 
ed for im peachm ent speeches. 


Simultaneous dem onstrations 
were scheduled for Los Angeles

Mitchell and form er Com­ 
m erce Secretary Maurice H 
Stans, the jury asked Federal 
Judge Lee P G aghardi to re­ 
read those parts of his charge 
pertaining to “ how to evaluate 
the testimony of any w itness,” 
and “ state of mind ” 
The judge did, and then sent 
the jury to its room while he 
and opposing counsel conferred 
on how* much of Sears' testim o­ 
ny would be road. Sears, the 
most voluble of the governm ent 
witnesses, spent seven days on 
the stand 
The jury 
had asked for a 
rereading of his and Mitchell s 
testimony as relating to one of 
six counts of lying to die grand 
ju ry , of 
w hich 
M itchell 
is 
charged 
The credibility section of his 
legal charge that Judge Gug- 
liard i re re a d today included 
such advice as 
“ How did the 
witness im press you? Did his 
version appear straight-forw ard 
and candid, or did he try to 
hide some of the facts'* Is there 
a motive to testify falsely? 
Mitchell in his trial testimony 
denied a groat deal of Sears’ 
testimony. 
Judge Gagliardi also re-read 
to the jury part of his charge 
pertaining to the adm itted lying 
of another key government wit­ 
ness, G Bradford Cook, form er 
g en eral counsel and fo rm er 
chairm an of the Securities and 
E xchange C om m ission. T hat 
advice went: 
“ Witness Cook adm itted lying 
before the grand jury and to 
congressional comm ittees 
The 
testimony (rf an adm itted per 
juror should be considered with 
caution and weighed with great 
care.”

D'Estaing Gains In French Poll 
PARIS (UPI) — A new opinion poll today gave 
Finance Minister Valery Giscard d’Estaing a big 
lead for second place in the May 5 presidential 
election and predicted he would 
enter a runoff with Socialist candi­ 
date Francois Mitterrand. 
The poll, appearing in Le Point 
magazine, gave Giscard d’Estaing, 
a Gaullist ally, 31 per cent of the 
vote, his highest tally yet. The 
official Gaullist candidate Jacques 
Chaban-Delmas dipped to a new low 
of 18 per cent support in the poll by 
the IFOP, France’s leading publi- 
nion opinion institute. 
Giscard d’Estaing and Chaban-Delmas are 
vying for the second spot behind Mitterrand in 
the initial round of voting. Mitterrand with 42 per 
cent backing in the new poll is still shy of an 
outright majority in the first round. 
If no candidate polls more than 50 per cent in 
the opening round, the two top vote getters 
appear on the ballot in a May 19 runoff.

'Zebra' Hunt 


Court Order 


Is Protested 


SAN FRANCISCO (CPI) - 
The San Francisco Police De 
partment began legal maneu­ 
vers yesterday to upset a feder­ 
al court order barring the city's 
stop-and-question tactic in the 
search for the "Zebra'’ killers. 
Attorneys for the city filed a 
notice of appeal in U.S. District 
Court in an effort to resume the 
intensive search, which halted 
600 young black men resem­ 
bling a police sketch of the 
killer. The slayer has struck 18 
times in a little more than five 
months. 
The tactic was ruled unconsti­ 
tutional Thursday by U S. Dis­ 
trict Judge Alfonzo J. Zirpoli, 
who said the civil rights of the 
black men were being violated.

Californians 
Are Urged To 
Conserve Gas 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An­ 
other critical gasoline shortage 
faces California if the state’s 
12.5 million motorists don't con­ 
tinue to conserve fuel, a De­ 
partment of Conservation offi­ 
cial said yesterday. 
H G. Mefferd, fuel allocation 
officer in the department’s Div­ 
ision of OU and Gas, said gaso­ 
line shortages will continue to 
ease during the latter part of 
this month and during May. 
“ But there are going to be 
problems this summer if the 
people don’t continue their con­ 
se rv a tio n 
p ra c tic e s ,” 
he 
warned. 
Traditionally, Mefferd said, 
California builds up its gasoline 
reserve during the w inter 
months and then uses the ex­ 
cess during the peak driving 
months of June. July and Au­ 
gust. 
“There is only going to be so 
much supply even with the lift­ 
ing of the embargo,” Mefferd 
said. “What’s happened is the 
state has been drawing from 
the winter reserve and not sav­ 
ing for the sum m er peak 
months. 
“ If the conservation effort 
isn t continued there will be a 
shortfall this summer." he said 
The “gasoline crunch" eased 
somewhat in California during 
April and the familiar long 
lines and traffic jam s around 
service stations disappeared. 
Whether those long lines ap­ 
pear again will depend on the 
public, Mefferd said. 
He said facts show that the 
number of cars on the state’s 
highways is creeping back up to 
the pre-fuel crisis days, and 
from his personal observation it 
appears more motorists are ex­ 
ceeding the lower 55 mile per 
hour speed limit on freeways. 
Mefferd said his office will 
try to fill all emergency appli­ 
cations with the state's 20 mil­ 
lion gallon “ em ergency set 
aside" during the first half of 
the month and then try and 
direct the remainder of the 
product into the retail market 
Federal regulations allow the 
state to “ set aside” three per 
cent of the total gasoline supply 
,in California and then it can 
order retailers to release it in 
emergency cases.

FUTURE NEED 
Key Is Sought 
To VTOL Croft

Commercial-aviation plan- 
large diameter and lifting vert! 
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ners have concluded that air- 
port-expansion plans for the 
next 20 years call for more land 
than is currently available near 
major cities. 
As the superairports are 
forced to locate farther from 
metropolitan areas, alternate 
air carriers are needed both for 
passengers and freight 
And, while helicopters were 
once expected to carry the load, 
they now are dismissed because 
distances are growing, passen­ 
ger lists are burgeoning, and 
projected increases for the next 
two decades are monumental 
To further complicate mat­ 
ters. the specter of an energy 
crisis has forced avaiation-in- 
dustry executives — both the 
commercial carriers and the 
resea reh-and-development 
groups — to reassess future 
planning 
This sisutation highlights the 
potential of vertical takeoff and 
landing (VTOL) aircraft VTOL 
offers benefits for both military 
and commercial aviation — if 
technology can overcome the 
few remaining “ bugs " 
The missing key to VTOL is a 
technological one. and much 
scientific energ> is being ex­ 
pended on the subject. 
In fact, scientific appraisal of 
the* vertical-flight question has 
been with us for a long time 
Leonardo da Vinci drew dia­ 
grams that envisaged a man 
turning a helical screw of very 


cally into the air. 
In Jules Verne's “Clipper of 
the Clouds” there is a descrip­ 
tion of a sailing ship with pro­ 
pellers that lift the ship verti­ 
cally into the air. At least one 
current VTOL concept uses a 
similar idea. It has IO propel­ 
lers to give upward lift. 
But attempts to give conven­ 
tional aircraft purely vertical 
capabilities have always been 
slow to leave the drawing 
boards. 
Military' applications for ver­ 
tical flight arc obvious. 
Rockwell’s Columbus Divi­ 
sion is testing an aircraft, des­ 
ignated by the Navy as a fight- 
er-attack aircraft, that will fly 
at twice the speed of sound and 
will take off and land from a 
parking lot. The impact of an 
airplane that will fly at 1,300 
miles an hour, hover, and fly 
backwards during vertical land­ 
ing is considerable 
John Fosness. president ot 
the Columbus Division, says, 
“ We haven't seen anything this 
innovative in the world of avia­ 
tion for 15 years or better. It is 
u pretty important program." 
And pretty expensive. Con­ 
servative estimaates place in­ 
dustry spending on VTOL and 
its not-as-popuJar fellow travel­ 
er.

'Sons Of The Pioneers'

VICTORVILLE, (LTL - Tim 
Spencer, one of the originators 
of the famed western singing 
group. “ Sons of the Pioneers," 
died yesterday at a convales­ 
cent hospital. He was 65. 
Spencer, who along with Bob 
Nolan formed the singing group 
in 1933, had been in declining 
health since he suffered a 
stroke several years ago. 
The “ Sons of the Pioneers" 
was one of the best known cow­

TEACHING FIVE CLASSES 
Quilter Views Work As Art Form

Roberta Peek’s interests are 
as varied as a patchwork quilt, 
and. in fact, one of her hobbies 
is making patchwork quilts. 
The granddaughter of Mor­ 
mon pioneers. Mrs. Peek re­ 
calls growing up in a home with 
quilts. 
‘My grandmother saved 
scraps of fabric, and her love of 
beauty and flowers came out in 
quilts,” she said. 
When 
her 
husband, 
Dr 
Charles B. Peek, was attending 
medical school at the Universi­ 
ty of Utah she joined a stitch­ 
ery group, which rekindled her 
interest rn quilting, and made a 
quilt for their king-sized bed 
Following his graduation 14 
years ago the Peeks moved to 
San Rafael so Dr Peek could 
do hrs residency in psychiatry 
at the University of California 
Medical Center in San Francis­ 
co The Peeks joined the Mor­ 
mon church and Mrs. Peek 
began teaching quilting to worn 
en in the Relief Society organi­ 


zation. She has since gone "pro­ 
fessional" and is teaching five 
quilting classes, three for the 
San Rafael Adult Education, 
one at College of Marin and 
another for senior citizens at 
the Whistlestop in San Rafael 


SHE AND several of her stu­ 
dents will be at the Stitchery 
Faire Friday through Sunday at 
the Outdoor Art Club in Mill 
Valley They will be working on 
a quilt that is approximately 
IOO years old 
"Taking a quilt out of the 
frame is like unveiling a stat­ 
ue." Mrs Peek said 
She believes quilting is an art 
form, and she is particularly 
pleased that her class comes 
under the fine arts department 
at the college, rather than 
home economics. 
"There is a quote from a 
book by Rose Wilder Lane I like 
to tell my students, ‘Warning — 
quilting can become addictive 
It s true, when I'm doing a 
project I m thinking about an­ 
other." she -aid 


" I have had women ask. 
Why make quilts when it takes 
so much time and you can buy 
them0’ It is very satisfying, 
and I think that is why it has 
caught on. It is so exciting 
when people of all ages get 
together over quilting,” she 
said 
She has had several mother- 
daughter combinations in her 
classes, and the students are a1! 
ages and come from all walks 
of life, she said. 


"TH ERE IS A warm bond in 
quilting and sudden friendships 
develop. People tend to talk 
about uplifting things when 
they are doing needlework,” 
she said 
Mrs Peek has a collection of 
quilts, some she has made and 
designed herself, some made by 
her grandmother and others 
she has purchased. She is inter­ 
ested in the history of quilting 
and particularly patchwork, 
which she considers the one 
true American heritage. 
The history of the country is 


told in patchwork designs, and 
by holding it up to the light you 
can tell such things as whether 
an old quilt was made in the 
North or South lf it has cotton 
seeds it was made in the North 
because there were no slaves." 
she said. 
A native of Berkeley, Mrs. 
Peek was reared in the East. 
She was graduated from Brigh­ 
am Young University with a 
degree in bacteriology. Follow­ 
ing graduation she worked as a 


secretary to sculptor Avard 
Fairbanks, who was dean of the 
fine arts department at BYU. 
She later did bacteriology re­ 
search at the University of 
Utah Medical School. Her inter­ 
ests in science and art are 
related, she said, out of a love 
of using her hands. 
Another interest of hers is the 
study of the harp, which she 
began four years ago. She re­ 
cently made her debut as a 
soloist at Dominican College, 
when she appeared with the

Marching Band. She has a mu­ 
sic student. Fairfax City Coun­ 
cilman Priscilla Gray. 
MRS. PEEK has also under­ 
taken a project to transform art 
work done by her children onto 
pillows. She has taken paintings 
the children did when they were 
small and appliqued them on 
pillows. Now teen-agers, her 
children are Jim, 18, Ken, 16, 
Cathy, 15, and Carol, 13. Like 
their mother, they are all crea­ 
tive with their hands, and Dr. 
Peek is also skilled at hand­ 
craft projects. 
Mrs. Peek also paints and 
enjoys gardening and cooking. 
She is the originator of the 
gingerbread houses sold for the 
past IO years at the annual LDS 
Cookie Carnival. The houses 
have been a big drawing item 
at the carnivals, which played a 
major part in financing the 
building of the new Mormon 
church in Santa Venetia.

DEAR EUNICE, 
I love the comfort of a dress 
without a waistline, and yet. 
when I belt these dresses, the 
gathers never remain even. In­ 
stead, they begin to look lumpy 
and bulky. How can I achieve a 
decent semi-fitted waistline and 
still have the new look in my 
clothes? — Mrs. B. H. 
DEAR MRS. B. H., 
I have told you of two ways 
which will keep your gathers 
even. First, you may stitch two 
rows of stitching using the long­ 
est stitch on your machine, pull 
the gathers evenly, and wear 
your belt over the gathers. Sec­ 
ondly, you may also add a 
casing for a drawstring. How­ 
ever, this does create a little 
excess bulk. 
A new pattern (Vogue 1050) by 
Nini Ricci has the best solution 
ever. Three darts have been 
added to each side of the front 
and two to each side of the 
center back. These darts are 
actually tucks that are stitched 
about two inches at the waist­ 
line and not tapered above or 
below the tuck. They give a 
smooth waistline with the new 
eased look above and below the 
waist.

I hope you can tell me how to 
get rid of extra fullness in the 
back of my dresses. There is 
just too much material at the 
neckline and the zipper won’t 
lay flat. - MRS. F. J. 
DE AR MRS. F. J.: 
You are probably too narrow 
across the shoulders in the 
back I would suggest you take 
a small dart or fold in your 
pattern only before you cut the 
garment. This dart should be on 
the back neckline between the 
neckline and the center back, 
tapering from one-fourth inch 
to nothing. 
If your back is extremely flat 
and thin as we!! as narrow. 
perhaps you will need to take a 
fold at the center back of your 


garment from the neckline to 
the hem. Be sure to carefully 
check the hip measurement if 
you take something out of the 
center back, because you may 
have to add slightly at the side 
seam for your hips. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
My husband and I are going 
on a tour of Spain for about IO 
days and since this is our first 
trip, we don’t know what kind 
of clothes to wear. Please help 
us pack the right clothes with 
the least amount of luggage. —

DEAR MRS. C. D., 
I have covered this subject 
often before and will try to 
answer you 
However, please 
save these columns because 
there won t be space enough to 
write about travel clothes again 
this season 
You tell me you are going to 
Spain in spring 
This could 
mean cold and warm weather, 
so you must be prepared for 
both 
Therefore, the layered 
look is the most satisfactory. 
Since you will be packing a 
limited wardrobe, spend lots of 
time coordinating your ward­ 
robe so that every piece will 
mix and match. 
Usually a tour such as the 
one JOU describe is not the type 
where very dressy clothes are 
needed You will usually start 
out in the morning and not 
arrive back at your hotel until 
late in the evening, so don't 
plan to change clothes several 
times a day. 
Since your wardrobe will be 
limited, plan on beautiful colors 
to keep from feeling drab 
Scarfs and blouses add a great 
relief of color and can make 
any garment more attractive. 
First, plan a jacket ensemble, 
either a blazer jacket or a shirt 
jacket combined with a skirt or 
jumper and blouses or sweaters 
for quick changes. With the 
jacket, plan pants — they are 
accepted everywhere and are 
the most comfortable for trav­ 
el 
A jumper dress or tunic top 
that can be worn with or with­ 
out a blouse serves a dual 
purpose Combine a long skirt 
that will coordinate with your 
blouses, sweaters, and jacket. 


A long skirt can be very tai­ 
lored but give just the amount 
of glamour you need occasion­ 
ally to boost your spirits.

Nixon worked alone today on 
a statement responding to the 
impeachment panel’s demands 
for evidence. 
Nixon must reply to the sub­ 
poena for 42 taped conversa­ 
tions by Tuesday. Aides said 
the President is here to consi­ 
der the “ PR” (public relations) 
aspect of his response and is 
thinking of a televised speech 
Monday night. 
In addition. Nixon has sched­ 
uled three public outings next 
week. Tuesday, he addresses 
the U.S. Cham ber of Com­ 
merce. On Friday he flies to 
Phoenix for a Republican rally 
and Saturday he will be in 
Spokane, Wash., to dedicate 
Expo ‘74, a world’s fair. 
Presidential counselor Dean 
Burch said yesterday that a 
"m assive body of evidence" 
will be released Tuesday that 
would exonerate Nixon. 
He gave no details, but other 
White House aides disclosed 
that work has been completed 
on a voluminous amount of 
edited transcripts of 36 conver­ 
sations. (Aides said five conver­ 
sations were not properly taped 
and that one never took place, f 
The transcripts have been ed­ 
ited. but aides say the editing 
was only to remove profanity 
and off-color characterizations 
by Nixon 
Nixon aides have strongly in­ 
dicated that the President will 
not yield the actual recordings. 
Bolstered by the advice of his 
aides. Nixon was said to be 
preparing a tough line attitude 
—that he has already compro­ 
mised enough of his presiden­ 
tial prerogatives in the Water­ 
gate inquiry. 
Committee Chairman Peter 
W. Rodino, D-N.J., has said the 
impeachment panel will accept 
nothing but the tapes them­ 
selves. If they are not provided, 
he indicated the com m ittee 
may draw an “ adverse infer­ 
ence" that the evidence with­ 
held may contain indications of 
guilt, on the assumption Nixon 


would have provided the tapes 
if (hey could prove his innoc­ 
ence. 
Speaking to the Republican 
N ational Com m ittee Friday, 
Burch said: 
“ Early next week, when the 
President responds to the com­ 
mittee’s subpoena, a massive 
body of evidence will supplant 
charges and allegations and in­ 
nuendo And out of this factual 
record the whole story will 
become known. 
“That body of evidence will 


be substantial. It will be rele­ 
vant. It will be compelling and 
persuasive. 
“I genuinely believe," Burch 
added, “beginning early next 
week the end of Watergate is in 
sight.” 


Sen 
B arry Coldw ater, R- 
Ariz., said in Dallas Thursday 
that Nixon may go even farther 
and release more of the 1,700 
tapes which are said to exist. “ I 
wouldn’t be surprised to see the 
President go way beyond what 
they’re asking,” he said.

A motion to halt work, as 
recommended April 18 by the 
building and operating commit­ 


tee, failed, 7-4, three short of 
the minimum needed. 
The motion to eliminate the 
25-cent discount failed, 8-6, two 
short of the required majority. 
The staff predicted the move 
probably would raise enough 
money to pay for a new wage 
package with bus drivers. 
The motion said that if elimi­ 
nation of the discount did not 
raise enough money to cover 
the wage package, fares must 
be raised to cover the deficit.

The prime minister said 
the corporation would be called 
Petrocan. but released no fur­ 
ther details.

Kennedy Continues Guessing Game 


MIAMI BEACH (UPI) - Sen. 
Edward T. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
keeps the country guessing 
about whether he will seek the 
presidency in 1976. 
He returned Thursday from 
two weeks of talking with Euro­ 
pean leaders and told a televi­ 
sion reporter he w’ould not run 
in 1976. Five hours later he said 
he had not changed his earlier 
position — that he had not yet 
reached a decision. 
He flew to Miami Beach yes­ 
terday to make speeches to an 
International 
Longshoremen's 
Association (AFL-CIO) confer­ 
ence and to a Jewish rally 
com m em orating Israeli inde­ 
pendence. Both were political 
talks. 
Kennedy joked with the ILA 
about its president. "Teddy 
Gleason has made the presiden­ 


cy," he said, "but Kennedy has 
not.’* 
An hour later, Kennedy told a 
news conference he was not 
now a candidate for president. 
"I am asked that question 
just about every day," he said. 
"My position has not changed. 
At the present time, I have no 
other intention to run for any­ 
thing but the Senate. By late 
1975 I will make an announce­ 
ment (about the presidency!. 
My first responsibility will be to 
members of my family." 
The Massachusetts lawmaker 
said his European trip was in 
response to "sev eral invita­ 
tions" and had nothing to do 
with any personal ambitions 
He said he wanted to assure 
European leaders, particulriy 
the Russians, that despite do­ 
mestic problems, the United 


States is united in its foreign 
policy and that "our govern­ 
ment in continuing to function." 
He said he did not discuss 
Watergate with Russian lead­ 
ers. 
Speaking to the ILA, Kennedy 
charged that the Nixon admin­ 
istration had allowed "the oil 
industry to plunge the nation 
into the most serius energy 
crisis in our history, and then 
compounds the failure by allow­ 
ing the same oil companies that 
caused the problem to reap the 
greatest windfall profit in their 
history..." 
Kennedy called on the long­ 
shoremen to support the Kenne- 
dy-Mills national health insur­ 
ance bill. But he also said the 
nation is "in a recession now ’ 
and that an immediate tax cut 
is needed for low and middle 


income families 
"Next week, I plan to call up 
tax cut legislation in the Senate 
that can mean extra dollars in 
your pockets by the end of June 
... dollars to pull America out of 
the recession we’re now in." he 
said. 
He called for public financing 
of national political campaigns 
through the income tax as a 
means of closing the tax loop­ 
holes voted by public officials 
who are beholden to .special 
interests for their caopaign con­ 
tributions. 
"The most gaping loopholes 
of all today are the loopholes 
used by oil," he said. "...When 
oil companies pay less than 5 
per cent in income taxes, while 
members of this union pay 20 
per cent, then something is 
wrong with our tax code."

Not adverse to having a 
drink with friends he has been known to lock the 
windows and bolt the doors to keep a good party 
going. 
There is a saying that to join the Giants is to 
live forever. The reason is simple. No one could 
have a better employer. Generous to a fault, 
Horace would never let someone go without 
protecting their future. I doubt that you could find 
one ex-Giant who would complain about the 
treatment he received as a member of the ball 
club. 


DUE M AINLY to lack of attendance, the Giants 
have not been a financial success these past few 
years. With this in mind it became obvious that 
budget reductions had to be made. It was for this 
reason that the three highest priced veteran 
players had to be let go. For Willie Mays, Juan 
Marichal and Willie McCovey the Giants received 
Mike Caldwell, Charlie Williams and a few bucks. 
Not much for three future Hall of Famers? Maybe 
not, but consider that none was released without 
some bargaining power. Horace assured each of 
his faithful that he would continue to receive the 
handsome wage that he had become accustomed 
to. 
The front office staff is even more fortunate. 
Not one person has been dismissed in the entire 
time the team has been out here. The only 
changes in personnel have been due to retirement. 
These retirements, I might add, are at two-thirds 
pay-

NEW YORK (UPI) - Those 
drug warning posters that hang 
in every National Football 
League dressing room aren’t 
just there for show. 
The San Diego Chargers 
found that out yesterday when 
NFL Commissioner Pete Roz- 
elle stunned the club with $40,- 
000 in fines for drug-related 
violations. 
Rozelle fined General Manag­ 
er Harland Svare $5,000 and 


placed him on probation and 
also fined and disciplined eight 
of his players. 


The players penalized are. 
David Jones and Tim Rossov- 
ieh, $3,000 each; Coy Bacon, 
Dave Costa and Jerry LeVias, 
$2,000 each; and Rick Redman, 
Walt Sweeney and Bob Thomas, 
$1,000 each. 


The Chargers also were in­ 
volved in another drugrelated 


penalty last year when former 
General Manager Sid Gillman 
was placed on probation for 
allegedly forcing some of his 
players to take illegal drugs. 
That probation came after a 
court case brought by former 
lineman Houston Ridge that the 
drugs helped end his career. 
Ridge was awarded nearly 
$300,000 in damages. 
Rozelle levied the fines based 
on violations at the Charger 


training camp and dur ing the 
regular season. Svare was dis­ 
ciplined for "failure to exercise 
proper supervisory controls 
over activities of the players 
and others having entree to the 
football operation.”

One Lassen 
Park Area 
To Be Shut 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The National Park Service said 
yesterday it was permanently 
closing visitor and concession* 
aire facilities at Manzanita 
Lake in Lassen Volcanic Na­ 
tional Park because of the pos­ 
sibility of a rock avalanche in 
the area. 
“The evidence at hand is so 
compelling that no other deci­ 
sion than closing out of the 
operation at this location is 
consistent with our responsibili- 
lies for protecting the lives and 
safety of our visitors," said 
Howard ll Chapman, western 
regional director of the service. 
Chapman said a fast-moving 
rock avalanche originating in 
the unstable Chaos Crags area 
east of Manzanita Lake could 
occur without warning and 
could be triggered by either a 
volcanic eruption from Lassen 
Peak or by an earthquake 
He said a former Park Serv­ 
ice geologist had likened the 
situation at Manzanita Lake to 
that at Hebgen Lake near Yel­ 
lowstone National Park Twen­ 
ty-eight persons were killed in a 
1969 earthquake that destroyed 
a Forest Service campground. 
The visitor .services being 
closed include the Loomis Mu­ 
seum and Visitor Center, a 273- 
siie campground, employee 
housing and picnic area. 
Concessionaire facilities in­ 
clude a lodge, duplex units and 
cabins that sleep 410 people, a 
general store, gasoline station, 
dormitory, gift shop, two resi­ 
dences and a camper service.

The organ goes back to the) 
tarty 1900’s when it was pur 
chased from the Aeolian Co. in 
Now York by San Francisco 
lawyer Gordon Blanding. 
He had it built into the house*, 
then known as the “ organ 
house," which was designed by 
Willis Polk Blanding used the 
stucco "organ house" solely as 
a music studio while residing 
nearby in a white-columned 
mansion 
“This room was really tai 
lored to the organ,’1 said Stout 
gesturing at the pale green 
ballroom. "It was a real m ar­ 
riage between the organ and 
the house." 
The organ sits at one end of 
the now-empty ballroom while 
behind a wall are two stones of; 
pipes and equipment. 
There are 700 player rolls in 
the organ’s repertoire — many! 
were recorded by famous or 
ganists. When the rolls are used 
to play the organ, the sound is] 
as different from a player piano 
as champagne is from beer 
The instrument can imitate the 
sounds of an entire orchestra. 
Some years after Blanding 
built the house, it was resold 
and fell into disrepair. In 1940 it 
was purchased by the Kretch­ 


mer family, who remodeled it 
and added on bedrooms and 
bathrooms so that the studio 
could be used for full-time liv­ 
ing 
For the next .’IO years, it 
became the center of huge par­ 
ties and concerts given by the 
Kretehmers. 
“ We lived in the city then, 
and someone told us about this 
old house with a fabulous pipe 
organ." said Grace Kretchmer, 
who came to hid a final good­ 
bye to the instrument yester­ 
day. “ We came over one rainy 
day and walked down the stairs 
to the ballroom. I took one look 
at my husband’s face and said 
‘my God. we’re going to buy 
this place ’ ’* 
The K retehm ers sold the 
house in 1970 after their chil­ 
dren married and left home 
The current owner has rarely 


used the house and is now 
trying to sell it. 
The concert tomorrow at 4 
p.rn at 433 Golden Gate Avenue 
will raise runds for the Forest 
Meadows center’s .summer mu- 
eis program for high school 
students to be given in August 
at Dominican College. The pro 
gram is part of a series of

Speedup Seen In Women's 


Acceptance In The Clergy

NEW YORK, N.Y. - Women 
have found only limited accept­ 
ance in the ranks of U.S. clergy 
so far — but the pace will 
accelerate as the large number 
of women now in seminaries 
are graduated. 
So says Dr. G aire Randall, 
general secretary of the Nation­ 
al Council of Churches (NCC), 
who is also the first woman 
‘ever to hold the post. 


In an interview at her office 
here. Dr. Randall said the trad­ 
itional forms of ministry should 
perhaps be changed. But in my 
case, she said, the opportunities 
for women should be equal to 
those for men. 
Even when they are able to 
be ordained, women usually 


find they can become pastors 
only for smaller churches. But 
Dr Randall is encouraged by 
some congregations employing 
husband-wife ministry teams. 
This serves to further the con­ 
cept of collegial leadership, 
which she supports in both the 
churches and the NCC, and it is 
“one way for a woman to have

ideal of equality. But she said 
they had not yet gone as far in 
their own staff appointments as 
the NCC in implementing their 
commitment. 
"And our own staff is far 
from all it should be.’’ she 
added. “At the upper levels we 
have a complex group of peo­ 
ple. but below that we don’t. 
We've done more for minorities 
than for women.” 
Since taking office January I, 
Dr. Randall said, she has not 
found m ale church leaders 
withholding cooperation. But 
she said her presence in situa­ 
tions where men had acted 
before had probably had more 
effect on others than on herself 
She has also experienced an 
office takeover by a protest 
group. 
The group demanded 
her resignation because she re­ 
fused to support their campaign 
for rehiring a black staff mem 
ber the NCC let go last year 
But the NCC governing board, 
meeting in Los Angeles in late 
February, gave Dr Randall full 
support. 
Dealing with such confronta­ 
tions, she commented, was "not 
the happiest part” of her job. 
But she said it is necessary for 
churches to hear voices of pro­ 
test 
She welcomes a trend in the 
NCC churches that have been 
engaged in efforts for social 
justice to direct more effort 
toward ministry to people. 
Though the churches are not 
backing away from their com­ 
mitment to social justice, she 
said, they must now "look more 
seriously at our theological 
base" for meeting responsibili­ 
ties to society 
Among the most urgent is­ 
sues facing the churches, she 
believes, is bringing together 
the two basic responsibilities of 
helping people find "u n d er­ 
standing of the ultimate mean­ 
ing of life” and working to 
"make justice a reality 
As for the NCC itself, an 
agency of 31 Protestant and 
Orthodox churches with some 
42 million members, Dr. Ran­ 
dall foresees no major changes. 
Though a number of Catholics 
and conservative Protestants 
are involved with the council in 
various programs, and she fa­ 
vors closer relationships, she 
does not expect the Roman 
Catholic Church or any addi­ 
tional Protestant churches to 
join the NCC in the near future 
In recent years, financial 
problem s hitting the liberal 
Protestant denominations that 
provide most of the NCC budget 
have meant less funds for it, 
and consequent cutbacks in pro­ 
gram and staff 
NCC officials see some indi­ 
cations that this trend may 
have hit bottom and turned 
upward, Dr Randall said, but 
no major increase in funds is 
expected

NOW WE ARE headed down 
the home stretch of the 1974 
primary campaigns. 
- Nearly every day we print a 
roundup of brief items report­ 
ing what the candidates are 
doing and saying. This is based 
largely on press releases sup­ 
plied by the candidates and 
their staffs. 
i Whenever all candidates for 
a' given office are invited to 
appear on the same platform 


on the same evening, we try to 
have 
a 
trained, 
experienced 
reporter cover and report first­ 
hand what the candidates say. 
We try to print advance notice 
of candidates’ nights, in hope 
that voters will take advantage 
of the opportunity to see and 
hear the candidates first-hand. 
For most of our coverage of 
what statewide candidates are 
doing and saying, we depend on 
the services of United Press 
International and the Associat­ 
ed Press. 
When a candidate for state­ 
wide office comes to Marin for 
a personal appearance, we try 
to have a reporter cover that 
appearance first-hand to report 
to our readers what the candi­ 
date has to say. Often as not, 
candidates for statewide office 
visiting Marin take time to stop 
by the I-J offices to meet per­ 
sonally with editors and report­ 
ers and thereby make the I-J 
better able to inform readers of 
their respective stands. 


IN ALL OF THIS there is the 
common thrust: provide the I-J 
reader with the information he 
needs to cast an intelligent 
vote, and treat each candidate 
fairly and impartially in the 
news columns.

The decisions of a well-in­ 
f o r m e d electorate, which has 
thought through the issues for 
itself, will. in final analysis, 
bring the best possible govern­ 
ment.

Twenty three persons were killed, three 
of them Americans. The sam e intense 
feeling is close to the surface today. 


THE THURMOND LIST speaks for the 
new isolationism as well as for im peach­ 
ment politics. Seven southern D em ocrats 
are among the signers, including Sen 
Jam es O. Eastland of Mississippi, chair­ 
man of the judiciary com m ittee. E ast­ 
land has several times assured Sen. Hugh 
Scott, the minority leader, that he could 
count on seven to eight southern votes for 
acquittal. H arry F Byrd Jr. of Virginia, 
who counts himself as independent, is 
also on the Thurmond list. 


On the 
Republican side the list is 
heavily weighted with senators from the 
South, the Southwest and West. Senators 
Coldwater and Fannin of Arizona, H an­ 
sen of Wyoming and McClure of Idaho 
are on record.

A Year Of Excitement

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Riles Challenger Attacks Foe's Politicking 


Wilson C. Riles has “turned 
from educator to politician" 
and is failing to take action 
needed to improve California’s 
public schools, one of Riles s 
opponents for state superintend­ 
ent of public instruction de­ 
clared yesterday. 
Warren Lin Ville, superintend­ 
ent 
of 
Montebello 
Unified 
School District, which abuts 
Los Angeles, will oppose Riles 
in the June 4 nonpartisan pri­ 
mary. He stopped yesterday in 
San Rafael and Petaluma on 
his first swing north during the 


preprimary campaign. 
He met with supporters in 
Petaluma last evening and was 
to speak at 2 p.m. today at the 
home of Mrs. Dolph Hill Jr. 
there. En route, he called at the 
Independent-Joumal. 
Linville criticized Riles for 
starting programs and failing 
to follow through on them. Last 
year, he said, Riles placed 
great emphasis on preschool 
training (early childhood educa­ 
tion). This year, with only a few- 
pilot efforts in the preschool 
field, Riles has said that ele­ 


mentary education must have 
the emphasis. 
“He is hopping all over the 
place, trying to pick up votes,” 
asserted Linville during his I-J 
visit. 
The Montebello educator said 
his own priorities, if he is elect­ 
ed state superintendent, w’ould 
be on more public involvement 
in the schools, greater emphas­ 
is on basic education and an 
attempt to work out a more 
equitable system of school fi­ 
nance. 
“One of the concerns I have 


about California public educa­ 
tion,” he said in his prepared 
speech, “is that far too many 
educators get up very tight 
when business and industry and 
the general public questions low 
test scores, dropouts and fail­ 
ures. No wonder they question 
such results when they feel the 
Iremendous tax load public edu­ 
cation places upon them. ‘If the 
shoe fits, we should wear it' " 
Linville was critical of both 
teacher unions 
and school 
hoards for allowing prolifera­ 
tion of teacher strikes in Cali­ 


fornia schools. 
Pointing out that such strikes 
are illegal under existing law, 
he said whenever a strike 
threatens, teachers should be 
notified that a walkout consti­ 
tutes breach of contract and 
those who strike should be dis­ 
missed. He said he did this, 
with board backing, in Monte­ 
bello and thereby prevented a 
strike. 
“If the teacher unions want 
collective bargaining, they have 
a perfect right to try to get the 
law changed." he said during 


his I-J interview. “Until they 
do, strikes are illegal and 
should be dealt with on that 
basis. ” 
He hastened to add that he is 
against collective bargaining 
and the right to strike for pub­ 
lic employees. 
‘ Linville is in his third year as 
Montebello superintendent. He 
previously has been district su­ 
perintendent in San Ramon Val­ 
ley, Contra Costa County, Bar­ 
stow, Southern Humboldt and 
Palm Springs districts, princi­ 
pal in Palm Springs, and teach­ 


er in Palm Springs and Long 
Beach. 
A native of Kansas, he is a 
graduate of University of South­ 
ern California and obtained his 
Ed.

Greenbrae's 'Leaning Tower' Is About To 
Disappear From The Marin Landscape 


A familiar landmark will be disappear­ 
ing from the Marin landscape 
The days are numbered for that huge 
and leaning structure at the one-time 
Hutchinson Company quarry in Green- 
brae that thousands of motorists sight 
daily as they drive along Highway 101 
No, the old screening and storage 
bunker will not tip over or fall down, as 
some viewers have half-expected for 
nearly 50 years. It will, more quietly and 
according to plan, go the way of all 
outmoded structures to make way for 
something new Technology and science 
have rendered it obsolete 


TMK LAST SIGN of the building s age 
and era to disappear as the superstruc­ 
ture is taken down will be the three-digit 
Oakland telephone number of the quarry, 
painted high and clear for the conve­ 
nience of passing motorists. 
Plans call for gradual clearing of the* 
entire quarry site late this summer when 
now tentative arrangements for develop­ 
ment of the San Quentin peninsula are 
cleared with the town of Larkspur 
The big ugly scars and the hole created 
by a half century of dynamiting and 
digging for rock, which will still be there 
after the1 leaning tower and other quarry 
buildings are razed, will be used to 
advantage in the development of the area 
for condominiums, townhouses and apart­ 
ments, a lodge, tennis complex, restau­ 
rants and specialty shops mall 


THE HUTCHINSON quarry, estab 
lished in 1924 on land that was once 
unincorporated Greenbrae but is now a 
part of Larkspur, has outlived its useful­ 
ness Hut it was needed vitally in its day. 
The original Hutchinson Company was 
organized in El Cerrito in 1903 with 
Dwight Hutchinson, a native Californian 
of Scottish descent, as its president 
In 1923 Hutchinson discovered there 
wasn't enough rock for the demand in the 


firm s Richmond quarry. He asked his 
friend, Prof Andrew C. Lawson, then 
head of the geology department at the 
University of California, Berkeley, to find 
a site for a new quarry' “ with a lot of 
rock, near water dor barging .” 


THE GEOLOGIST found the right spot 
at Greenbrae on property owned by the 
flemillard brickyard family Hutchinson 
bought the area in 1924, title was record 
ed in Marin on May 17, 1927, and the 
quarrying was under way. 
There was no market to speak of in 
rural Marin County itself at that time for 
the* rock; all material taken out at first 
was barged out of the county on Corte 
Madera Creek from an area close to 
where the Larkspur terminal soon will be 
built The material removed was called 
“ trap rock.” 
Dwight Hutchinson died in 1930 and his 
cousin, Hardy Hutchinson, operated the 
quarry along until 1941 when long-time 
associate Forrest Brown bought into the 
business Brown rose from office boy to 
owner of the business in 1942. according 
to his daughter, Mrs. Ernest VV Bray of 
Greenbrae. 


Ike J. Ely says he has 
been asked thousands of 
times of the leaning build­ 
ing at the old Hutchinson 
Quarry in G reenbrae: 
Will it fall over?” He an­ 
swers: “Never!” And while 
the landmark is scheduled 
to disappear from the Ma­ 
rin scene soon, it isn't 
going to topple. It is going 
to take some pounding and 
a considerable shove to 
bring it down. 


MRS. I. J. ELV of San Anilino is the 
daughter of the late Hardy Hutchinson 
She recalls that as a child she came from 
El Cerrito on the ferry with her father to 
play on the quarry hillside 
In 1936 Brown formed a separate busi­ 
ness with Ike J Ely to haul the crushed 
rock from the quarry by truck for county 
use. Ely, who had not worked with 
Hutchinson before tying up with Brown in 
the trucking business, realized the grow­ 
ing need for rock by contractors and road 
builders 
Incidentally, for the layman's informa 
lion gravel is entirely different from 
crushed rock. Gravel comes from river 
and creek bottoms Basalt rock is not 
quarried either; it is of geologic volcanic 
origin, as compared to the sandstone 
rock found at Greenbrae 


THE FIRST TRUCK driver for Brown 
Ely Company (located at first in Corte 
Madera on the comer of the then two 
lane highway and Tamalpais Avenue' 
was Vince Kelly of 4b Alexander Avenue 
San Rafael. 
Kelly’s father and mother, Mr and 
Mrs john J Kelly, ran a boarding house 
at the quarry for IO years starting in 19527 
for the 20 bachelors living in a bunkhouse 
on the property. Kelly, then 14, grew up 
at the quarry and was a natural choice to 
be the first trucker of its rock for Mann 
County purchasers. 
Kelly recalls the early days in Green­ 
brae when he rose to go to San Rafael 
High School on the Northwestern Pacific 
train which stopped at the little station 
there for commuters of the area and for 
nearby arks weekenders. Kelly said he 
often walked home from San Rafael 
along the quiet dirt road (The three lane 
Highway 101 was not built until 1930; th** 
main route for north and southbound 
motonsts up to 1930 ran through Sausal!

The year 1971 witnessed a sudden 
awakening of public interest in day care 
and pre-school education, particularly for 
the small children of working mothers. 
Mothers, many of them attempting to 
break out of the dreary welfare cycle, 
protested a situation that they claimed 
left them without reliable facilities in 
which to leave their children while they 
worked to support their families. 
It was a movement that was to contin 
ue, and which has had its impact in 
Marin County 


TH REE YEARS earlier Congress had 
laid down the requirement that local 
social service departments should estab­ 
lish some kind of a child care planning 
and advisory unit 
In Marin, that took the form of a Marin 
Day Care Committee, actually a subcom­ 
mittee of the Marin Family and Chil 
dren’s Services Advisory Committee. 
The parent committee saw the new unit 
not only as a means of meeting the 
federal requirement, but also as a step 
toward directing public interest to the 
question of the adequacy of existing child 
care facilities in the county. 


WORKING THROUGH the schools, and 
with the help of the Economic Opportuni­ 
ty Council, the Day Care Committee 
attempted to gather the statistics that 
would jiermit an accurate evaluation of 
the child care services in the county. 
The results, however, were not too 
conclusive, because, say >ome of the 
participants, "the project was too ambi­ 
tious and the manpower and expertise too 
small ” 
Then in 1971, with the subject of child 
care often in the media and before 
legislators, the prospect of a marked 
increase in federal funding loomed. It 
was a prospect never to be realized, but 
it served the purpose of stimulating 
public and private community service 
organizations, and industry*, to action in 
anticipation of qualifying for the money. 


ACROSS THE country, model commu­ 
nity councils blossomed, to make certain 
the localities qualified for, and used 
effectively, any such funds. 
The Marin Day Care Committee, con­ 
sisting then, in 1971, of six persons — 
Chairman Judith Steadman. Pat Greene, 
Georgette Vilas. Marion Kelley and Rich­ 
ard Ne ii son, conducted a survey of Mann 
child care centers, nursery schools and 
licensed day care facilities. 
Among the disclosures: That the three 
centers for low income families in Marin 
all had waiting lists. That the licensed 
homes could handle only approximately 
400 children from all income groups. That 
licensed day care operators and nursery 
school people were interested keenly in 
the improvement of standards and train­ 
ing, and in the development of communi­ 
ty awareness of the need. 


TELEPHONE C/ALLS to the Marin 
County Department of Public Social Serv­ 
ices' Office of Early Childhood Education 
indicated that awareness to be already on 
the upswing. 
The small Marin Day Care Committee 
then decided it should expand to provide 
informational and coordination services 
for all child care and to encourage 
improved standards, training and re­ 
sources in existing facilities and the 
founding of new facilities. 
The result was that in January, 1972, 
the Mann County Board of Supervisors 
and the Mann County Board of Educa­ 
tion sanctioned th** expansion under the 
new name of the Marin County Child 
( are Planning and Advisory Committee. 


M EM BERSHIP WAS increased to 16, 
with providers, agencies and the consum­ 


er public all represented.

The Dillards, for one thing, have only 
one Dillard in the group. For another 
thing, the group's biuegrass-base music 
and little chats between numbers is 
infectiously likeable. And for another, 
they've maintained what appears to be a 
wonderful balance and humor about 
being together for a long time and not 
being exactly superstars. 
The sixth of the Dillards' seven al­ 
bums. “ Roots and Branches." in 1972. got 
on the pop chart and tujtarist Rodney 
Dillard says. “ It was a taste of what it 
was like to be a commercial boo ha It 
was neat because you get nice dressing 
rooms and it isn t like it was when they 
won t let you in the hall to perform 
because they don't know who you are. 
"We did a concert in Constitution Hall 
in Washington and they wouldn't let 
Mitch in. He got mad and said dumb 
things." 
When was that? “Last week." 
This turns out not to be a good example 
of the fame coming from a chart album 


“IT HLAS GIVEN us the ability to go on 
the road and work It costs a lot of money

THE GROUP WAS playing in New

pleased they are and Dillard finds he can 
say he likes two things about New York, 
ifs where Sesame Street is produced and 
“that audience out there." 
“They’re all really able to enjoy them­ 
selves openly,” Jayne says. “They’re not 
worrying about whether the guy next to 
them is boogieing They’re just accepting 
that this is our thing “ 
There has been much talk lately about 
New York ears opening to country

Later he returns to that idea: “ I think 
it's the attitude of what the music brings 
with it more than the music itself We're 
reflecting a way of life and an attitude.” 


JAYNE USUALLY gives a homey little 
explanation of a song before the group 
performs it “ I’ll tell an Ozark story or 
the equivalent, to try to acclimate the 
audience to the music. 
“ I was a disc jockey in Salem when 
Doug and Rodney started playing as the 
Dillard Brothers I got so involved with 
bluegrass music I wanted to play it all 
the time. People at home wanted to hear 
‘Ring of Fire.' Doug and Rodney got a 
group together and I would have taken 
any excuse to leave the radio Nation, I’d 
have left to cut cordwood ” 
The rest of the group now lives in 
suburbs around Las Angeles but Jayne 
has moved back to a small farm in the 
Clark National Forest in Missouri, saying 
the rest of them can work from their 
memories of the Ozarks but if he stays 
away from there he forgets how people 
talk 


The Dillards played the Darlin family 
of mountain musicians on the Andy 
Griffith Show on TV'. They also like the 
two apperances they made on the Don 
Knotts show on TV' in 1970. 


TALKING ABOUT the music, Dillard 
says, “The harmonies come out of blue­ 
grass. The rhythms are a change. Blue­ 
grass has a pretty constant type of 
rhythm and we do different lands of 
rhyth You do a song with the influence of 
the music you were raised with but you 
can't depend on your roots all the time. 
Our first album was straight bluegrass 
We've sort of added our personalities to 
it" 
Jayne says, “ Bluegrass can become so 
easily a museum piece thing Our idea 
was to use what we knew to try to build 
something new of our own lf you contin 
ue to imitate somebody, you dry up and 
blow away. We can play bluegrass ail 
nigh! long, but from the creative stand­ 
point that’s a very unrewarding thing to 
do " 
Dillard says, “ We got shot down a lot 
by traditionalists because we made fun 
and went away from traditional music, 
and shot down by pop commercial people 


because they thought we were not con 
mercial 
"One of our worst problems is th£ 
there isn t any bag. We grind exceeding! 
fine But lately traditionalists are begii 
rung to recognize us.” 
Jayne says. “ We have lived for I 
years on our stage performances. Peopl 
would hear us and go buy albums. Albui 
sales have increased year after year an 
the early ones are still selling

PROFILE OF A MARMITE 


“I remember when they were selling houses in Sleepy Hollow for 
$5,000 and there were lots for sale all over Marin and there weren’t 
any takers,” says Frank V. Baccaglio, born 68 years ago in Novato 
in a house only a short distance from his present home.

The history of Novato from open ranch 
land to fair-sized suburban city has 
passed before the eyes of Frank v 
Baccaglio. 
As a child on the family ranch he gaied 
at a sparsely settled valley where vine­ 
yards and orchards abounded and a dirt 
road, the highway to the north, ran by. 
Now as the 68-year-old retired rancher 
and carpenter. Baccaglio lives in a mod­ 
est home, a couple of hundred yards 
away from his birthplace, in the center of 
the fastest growing area in Marin 


THE FAMILY RANCH was near the 
“Old Town" area, a couple of bars, a 
hotel and blacksmith shop, which was the 
center of activity in the early days. 
“The railroad was supposed to come 
through this way. but after a dispute, it 
went straight where it is now . . and the 
towm was built around the station." 
Baccaglio said. 
From a group of old photographs, he 
held up one of the old Novato Grammar 
School, a large wooden building with a 
steeple and a bell 


“IT WAS ABOLT where McDonald's is 
now. and I went there from the first 
through the eighth grade." Bacxcaglio 
said “There were about 12 to ll in the 
graduating class. " 
After grammar school. Baccaglio com­ 
muted by train to San Rafael High 
School, where he played baseball and 
football 
Looking at a picture of the high school 
football team, he recalled. “I weighed 135 
pounds . . . a pretty light fellow .. . and I 
played halfback. The biggest fellow was 
185 pounds We played on the old Tamal­ 
pais Academy field and it had rocks on 
it." 


AFTER HIGH SCHOOL. Baccaglio 
worked in vineyards, as a poultry’ ranch­ 
er and sometimes carpenter, and played 
semi-pro baseball in Novato. Petaluma 
and Sonoma. 
With a smile he recalled that he once 


played with Joe DiMaggio in Petaluma 
Di Maggie went up to Petaluma for the 
day and was playing in the outfield, while 
Baccaglio, a second baseman and third 
baseman, was in the infield 
Baccaglio played baseball and softball 
for about 30 years, but with characteris­ 
tic modesty, he said. “You don’t have to 
say too much about that.” 


HE REMEMBERED when Novato had 
“good ball club." the Novato Colts, that 
played San Francisco teams. “ I remem­ 
ber as a kid watching Walter Mails." 
In the early days of the depression. 
Baccaglio attended the University of 
California at Davis where he studied 
horticulture, played baseball and gradu­ 
ated in 1934 
When he returned to Marin he went 
back to poultry ranching, but the times 
were hard “I remember when they were 
selling houses in Sleepy Hollow for $5,000 
and there were lots for sale all over 
Marin and there weren’t any takers." 


THE IN THE 1940s the agricultural 
scene began to change when land was 
sold 
in smaller parcels and dairies, 
vineyards and orchards began to disap­ 
pear. 
Baccaglio. who has been a director of 
the North Marin County Water District 
since it was founded in 1948. said growth 
followed the availability of water 
However, water isn t the sole factor 
that brings development, he said. “There 
has to be demand to cause development." 
When the district was formed there 
were 300 hook-ups. “and you knew every­ 
one from here to Black Point," he said 


THE GROWTH usually followed the 
water lines and the sewer lines, he said. 
Baccaglio said. “There is room yet for 
some growth, but 
we have to have 
modes? growth " 
In the early 1950s Baccaglio was 
squeezed out of the poultry business and 
went back to carpentry . “I was chiefly a 
producer of hatching eggs, and scientific 
breeding came in," he said. 


HE SAID THERE is less possibility 
that large tracts will be developed in 
Novato, but there is still room for 
“places to live." 
Baccaglio and his wife, Josephine, 
whom he married in 1942. live at 1526 
South Novato Boulevard. They have four 
children. Mary Linda Nunes of Merced, 
Martin Baccaglio of San Jose. Marsha 
Anderson of Davis and Marian Baccaglio. 
a student at San Jose State University. 
As the reporter left his home. Baccag­ 
lio said. “Don’t write too much."

IKE ELY RAS a full explanation for 
the wavy leaning structure which has 
awed so many over the years. He says he 
has been asked thousands of times: ‘‘Will 
it fall over''" Ely’s answer has been and 
is now "NEVER!" It is going to require 
a considerable shove and pounding to do 
the job. 
As to why the building tips. Ely said it 
started to lean soon after it was built 
Bunkers were built 50 years ago by 
putting bottom boards on the ground 
These boards eventually rotted and. 
weakened by the weight of heavy rock 
passing through screens at the top of the 
structure, slipped carrying the super­

WHEN THIS photograph was taken in the

Three creative Marinites have left their 
marks on the Bay Area’s newest center 
of art and culture — the Wine Museum of 
San Francisco, which opened in January 
at Fisherman’s Wharf. 
The museum itself was conceived and 
developed by San Anselmo designer Gor­ 
don Ashby, who also has the Oakland 
Museum to his credit. 
Sculptor J. B Blunk, who lives and 
works in Inverness, created the seven- 
foot-high vine sculpture — carved from a 
single block of Douglas fir — that is a 
focal point in the interior. And artisan 
David Adams of Lagunitas crafted the 
stained glass “ grape arbor’’ window 
which adorns the museum’s lounge area. 


VISITO RS A R E floekmg to see a col­ 
lection of drawings, sculpture, artifacts, 
glassware, rare books and other wine- 
related objects that is without equal in 
the Western Hemisphere 
According to Director Ernest G. Mittel- 
berger, the purpose is “to show the 
quality and diversity of artistic expres­ 
sions man has created to record his 
appreciation of wine from earliest 
times ’’ 
Well-known artists whose works are 
represented include Maillol, Picasso, 
Hartley, Chagall, Kokoshka, Peterdi and 
Frasconi, while others date from medie­ 
val times and before, when even the 
finest pieces were usually left unsigned 


THE W IN E M U SEU M has even more 
art that is not currently on display. 
Mittelberger says that there are enough 
Daumiers dealing with wine to mount a 
special exhibit, and enough carved barrel 
heads for still another show 
Bacchus, the Greek wine god. is seen 
dispensing grapes to some merry wor­ 
shippers in a 16th century Dutch engrav­ 
ing. California winery workers are shown 
pressing the newly-harvested grapes by 
foot in a wood engraving from Harper’s 
Weekly, circa 1878. 
Bees circle around a grape cluster in 
an aquatint etching by Picasso. 
In back-lighted cases are examples of 
the glass-blower’s 
art 
— goblets, 
hemmed glasses, bottles, decanters — 
>ome beautiful in their starkness, some

OF H IS LATEST work, Ashby sass 
“The aim was always to tell a story T o 
show the joy. the ceremony, the spiritual 
quality that can come when people have 
a relationship with wine 
You know, 
whether you realize it or not, when you 
take of the wine you have a sense — a 
sort of inner sense — that you are taking 
the blood of the earth And this has a 
'penal quality to it. " 
The 40-vear-old designer has also devel­ 
oped museums and permanent exhibi 
tions in Texas. Michigan and New York 
In the Bay .Area, he is engaged in 
conceptual planning for the Coyote Point 
Museum for Environmental Education, 
scheduled to open in San Mateo County in 
fall 1975. 
David Adams, a former school psychol­ 
ogist and therapist in a children s psychi­ 
atric clinic, is now a full-time stained 
glass artisan and sometime metal sculp­

Blunk. 48. is also a ceramicist His 
artistic career began in Japan in the 
early 1950s when he became an appretice 
to master potters Toyo Kaneshige and 
Kitaoji Rosanjin His first exhibit of wood 
sculpture was at the Egg and the Eye 
Gallery in Lam Angeles in 1965. 
One of Blunk s best known works is 
The Planet,” a redwood burl 12 feet in

IN ACCORDANCE with his concept of 


the designer as storyteller, Ashby has 
arranged the Wine Museum's exhibits not 
by style or period or type of art but on 
the basis of the story each section tells. 
There are five sections to the museum 
The first tells the story' of the grape, the 
vine and the vineyard; the second deals 
with the harvest; then comes winemak­ 
ing and the vintner, followed by a section 
on wine in mythology and legend, and 
finally the celebration of wine and life. 
The museum, on Beach Street between 
Hyde and Larkin, also features a contin­ 
ually changing program of lectures, dem­ 
onstrations, music recitals and special 
exhibits There are no wine tastings. 
Admission is free, and the hours are ll 
a rn to 5 p m Tuesday through Saturday 
and noon to 5 p m 
on Sunday. The 
museum is closed on Mondays and major 
holidays.

When Paul Masson was a young man, 
he stood in the vineyards he hod just 
planted atop the Saratoga Hills in Califor­ 
nia and told a group of friends, "Fine 
wine means three things all at once. The 
right soil, the right wine, and a wine­ 
maker dedicated to his (ob! It's a holy 
triptych, lf you don't have all three, you 
don't have fine wine. H you do have all 
three . . . fine wine exists." 
Paul Masson was lust such a dedicated 
wine maker and he devoted his life to 
making excellent wines. 
He hod been born and raised in a wine­ 
making family in the Burgundy region of 
France 
so he hod the tradition in

At the age of 19 he sailed for 
California with the idea of establishing a 
winery that could provide wines for the 
blossoming high society of turn-of-the- 
century San Francisco.

' Proud Zion" is the result of Hans 
Babe's first trip to Israel. In addition to 
.describing areas visited, the author philo­ 
sophizes about Zionism and its relation to 
anti sem itism and to the Jew s of the 
Diaspora, about influences of Socialism 
and Capitalism in Israel, and on the 
relation sh ip s of Ju d aism , Islam and 
Christianity 
In exploring these and other questions. 
Babe investigates the* meaning and quail 
ty of life in modem Israel 
In his journey Habe visits Haifa, the 
r Gulf of 
Eilet, several kibbutzim, Tel 
Aviv, the Golan Heights, Jerusalem , and 
the Sea of Galilee. He meets with numer­ 
ous government leaders, including Golda 
Meier 
and 
Moshe 
Dayan, 
and 
gives 
lectures and visits universities and insti­ 
tutes Numerous insights into Israeli life 
are provided 
.After attending a film at a kibbutz. 
Habe asks a mem ber what special p m i 
leges the executive mem bers might have 
‘They're allowed to work harder," she 
responded 
As a novelist and a journalist, descrip­ 
tion is Habe's strong point 
He bring:- 


Israeli scenes home to the reader, wheth­ 
er describing 
the countryside or the 
Wailing Wall in Jerusalem 


“The city’s poor are supposed to have 
erected the Temple Wall in a spirit of 
love. They have watched over it in a 
spirit of stubborn hope — 57 feet high. 
21 layers of stone, the people at its foot 
are tiny, your own sufferings seem 
small when they gaze up at that great 
wall of suffering, the individual's suf­ 
ferings have crawled away into the 
cracks, only the sufferings of all will 
endure . 
. for centuries the patient 
wall has listened to the Jew s' griev* 
ances. their sad secrets. The Jew s have 
shouted at it or whispered to it, they 
have confided their cruel losses to it. 
their lament over a lost child or a 
beaten army 
between the stones 
impossible grass grows, whole bushes 
of it thrust out of the stones, they cover 
them, the Temple Wall blossoms.” 


Apart, however, from Habe’s ability to 
describe, the book has many weaknesses. 
He throws together statistics, rem inis­ 
cences, aphorisms, descriptions and phil 
osophical reflections in a casual way, 
which results in considerable disconnect- 
<*dness in the book He does not return to 
a main theme to tie together the above 


As a result the book lacks focus. In 
places the reading becomes tedious 


T V author finds Zionism provides anti­ 
somites with an excuse and makes it 
possible for them to forget the word Jew 
and substitute the word Israeli In explor­ 
ing tin* meaning of Zionism — the move­ 


ment looking toward the segregation of 
the Jewish people upon a national basis 
and in a particular home of its own —

But today she is exceedingly popular, a 
fad with college students and fem-.ibbers, 
and is greatly in demand on the lecture 
circuit 
Her recent appearance in San 
Francisco was sold out — an unheard of 
achievem ent for a literary lady lecturer 


Why'* Largely because of the continu­ 
ing publication of her diary — this is the 
fifth volume — a somewhat self-con 
sckmsly artistic work which reveals her 
complex, egocentric, but nonetheless fas 
cinating personality 
In this almost novel which also happens 
to he a diary, Anais Nin is, as deter­ 
minedly as Scarlett O’Hara. The Heroine 
Her conflicts (again like Scarlett’s' are 
with lovers, with the public, with publish­ 
ers, with other writers, with her kin 
The central emotional crisis in this 
volume is the death of her mother Anais 
Nm minutely exam ines and analyzes — 
with due credit to Freud — her revolt 
against her m other's ideals, and her own 
Lardy attem pts at atonement This bit of 
|elf revelation will speak to the condition 


of most intelligent, strong-willed mothers 
and daughters. 
She also gives us a broad look at la 
dolce vita. Southern C aliforn ia style 
(surely Fellini was lurking at those par­ 
ties*, plus excellent descriptive essays 
about Acapulco and the Uycatan 
Here. 
too, 
are 
letters 
from 
Henry 
Miller — probably Hie most famous of 
her many lovers — and Maxwell Gels 
mar. and vivid accounts of her visits to 
the late Janko Varda in Sausalito 
Much of Anais Nin’g appeal comes 
from the contradictions of her personali­ 
ty. She is totally fem ale, concerned with 
her effect on and successes with men, 
and she invariably describes her clothes, 
as " I wore a nylon irridescent dress that 
seemed like w ater.”

But the crux of her life is her writing 
She says, "When I don't write I feel

am in a prison ”, arx! she believes the role 
of the writer "is not to say what we can 
all say but what we are unable to say. ’ 
lake the other volumes of her diary, 
this is an intricate mosaic of scenes and 
events, some related emotionally, some 
intellectually. Highly recommended to all 
questioning women, and to those rare 
men who occasionally find themselves 
baffled by the women in their lives. 
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social distress today, they claim , lies in 
an inflexible programming which many 
of us acquire early and then pursue 
blindly throughout our adult years, ignor­ 
ing new conditions and demands. 
The O'Neills term this “the maturity 
myth ” 
It is characterized, they say, by con­ 
formity and self-sacrifice. In following 
values long outdated and best discarded, 
we live lives of sham and boredom 
The 
O’Neills 
urge that 
instead 
we 
"shift gears” — that we leave ourselves 
with options, so that we can change with 
time and with conditions. Rathem than 
living by a fixed pattern, they suggest 
that we shape our own lives. "Without 
choice we can have no direction, without 
a life strategy that is our own we lose our 
sense of self (or never find it) and become 
a cipher, a nothing," they write. For the 
‘ maturity myth ’ mold is usually formed, 
not by us, but by others for us 
There is practical advice on how to 
escape that mold — instructions like 
"The final key to creative self-m anage­ 
ment is the cardinal one; 
never put 
yourself completely into the hands of 
another," Not tin* boss, not the parent, 
not the spouse, not any one. 
And finally: "The kind of emotional 
maturity we need for today’s world can 
be boiled down to two words choice and 
creativity. T V ability to choose one s 
own direction or path and the ability to 
meet life creatively are the essence of 
self-fulfillment and individual security,” 
One so often winds up feeling cheated 
after beginning a book of this kind with 
expectations high 
Instead, the O’Neill 
book leaves one with the feeling that the 
authors, both anthropologists, have, in­ 
deed, im parted som ething im portant 
And that if we are wise, we will seize 
upon it, or at the very least give it the re 
reading and the serious consideration it 
deserves. 
In contrast to the strong and favorable 
impression left by "Shifting G ears,” a 
sim ilar book, "T h e Universal Traveler 
A Soft-Systems Guide to Creativity, Prob­ 
lem-Solving and the Process of Design 
by

seems gimmicky and pretentious 
This 
despite a “ Whole E arth ” softcover for 
mat. And despite the fact that it is a new 
edition of a book that in its original 
version has already sold thousands of 
copies and has been lavishly praised by 
some educators, psychologists and psy- 
chiatrists. 
We suspect an elem ent of 
faddism. 
But that very elem ent may 
justify 
the publisher’s prediction that 
“ The Universal Traveler” will ultimately 
sell a million copies. 
Better those book buyers should invest

Dr. Irwin Stillm an, a cocksure, crusty, 
combative 
little bantam rooster of a 
man, has become a fam iliar face and

publicizing and defending his “The Doc­ 
tor’s Quick Weight Loss D iet" that was 
the big-selling and most controversial of 
the diet books until Dr. Robert Atkins 
appeared upon the scene. 
Now Dr. Stillm an, with the help of his 
collaborator, writer Samm Sinclair Bak­ 
er, has made a new bid for the limelight 
with his “ Dr. Stillm an’s 14-Day Shape-Up 
Program .” 
It offers in what Dr. Stillman calls his 
new Protein-Plus Low Carbohydrate Diet 
a less severe regimen than that demand­ 
ed from followers of the Quick Weight 
Loss 
Diet 
plan sometimes called the 
Water Diet because of the huge quantities 
of liquid intake specified. Dr. Stillman 
seems finally to acknowledge that his 
earlier program demanded too much of 
those not equipped with iron-wills. The 
new book also places greater emphasis 
upon exercise as part of the reducing 
program. 
Let it be noted, however, that the new 
Stillman diet rem ains essentially a low- 
carbohydrate plan. and a quick weight 
loss plan 
And that both concepts are 
very, very controversial. Quite recently 
we

from

scientific 
circles questioning the efficiency of very* 
low carbohydrate dieting. And the wis­ 
dom of an abrupt slimming has long been 
a subject for argument and a cause of 
concern among many experts.

Dr. Stillman writes “ But it 
too is a quick-reducing diet — the only- 
kind of reducing method I believe in, and 
the only kind that works for most over­ 
weights. ” 
And he adds: "The one most important 
point you must 
keep in mind always 
about 
reducing 
is this: 
Your biggest 
health 
danger 
in

overweight. Too many ‘experts’ ignore

rn their adherence to ineffective

rituals whereby the theory is maintained 
but the overweight stays fat. There can 
be no doubt about the overpowering truth 
of the tragic m enace of excess weight.’’ 
Few of Dr. Stillm an’s critics would 
quarrel with his thesis that far too many 
Americans are dangerously obese — and 
that remedial steps should be taken. But 
if you fall into that category, you never­ 
theless, should be aware that the Still­ 
man and Adkins diets have encountered 
.serious opposition in a good many medi­ 
cal and nutritional circles. It then be­

Novelist's Autobiography 
- 
A Frog Among The Birds' 


THE TREES AND FIELDS WENT THE 
OTHER WAY: An autobiography by 
Evelyn Eaton; Harcourt, Brace, Jov­ 
anovkh, 342 pages, $9.95. Re­ 
viewed by Andrea Riesenfeld. 


Novelist Evelyn Eaton has painted a 
self-portrait with candor, humor and an 
obvious sensitivity to human nature 
The first section of the book is the most 
delightful — a look at her childhood and 
the realities of growing up The daughter 
of a wealthy Canadian family, Evelyn 
was 
aw kw ardly 
and 
un su ccessfully 
groomed for her proper niche in the 
Edwardian society of the early 1900s She 
grew up in England and Canada, "a frog 
among birds,” a square peg constantly 
being manipulated to fit a round hole. 
Her characterizations of family and other 
childhood influences are vivid, and the 
perspective of tim e and experience has 
allowed her to treat painful episodes with 
insight and humor. 
Irater sections of the book which deal 
with Miss Eaton s adult life also have 
some fascinating moments 
Her trip to China at the close of World 


War II, complete with hairbreadth es­ 
capes, her agonizing decision to accept or 
reject the calling of a nun, and her 
teaching assignments at various colleges 
in the United States are related with 
depth 
and 
warmth 
She 
manages to 
convey both the experience as an entity 
as well as her impression of the expen 
ence from her viewpoint at the time it 
occurred 


The hook is also enhanced by her flair 
for captunng the essence of the several 
localities which she called home, from 
Nova Scotia to the south of France. 


Unfortunately, the book would have 
profited from a more judicious editing of 
journal entries, letters and descriptions 
of people of whom the author is fond. 
M iss E ato n 's tendency to self-p raise 
might also have been somewhat cur­ 
tailed 
These modifications would have 
alleviated several tedious moments with­ 
out sacrificing the flavor of the book. 


On the whole, however, it is worth 
dipping into 
Miss Eaton has a clever 
way with words and has certainly led an 
interesting life

money from the tourists who visit them. They simply 
like to have guests, and they made us feel that our 
presence honored them. 
After dinner the longhouse chief, a wiry old man, rose 
and made a formal welcoming speech. Some of the 
young people, who had slipped away, returned wearing 
elaborate ceremonial costume. Now they came forward 
offering us bowls of a clear amber liquid. 
When the first of us tasted the drink and burst out 
sputtering our hosts all smiled broadly. Evidently it was 
just the reaction they expected. The rest of us, 
forewarned, sipped the powerful stuff more cautiously. 
According to our tour guide, the liquid is a brandy 
distilled from rice and called locally “tuak,” or the 
"golden hammer.” 
Glowing slightly from the alcohol, we settled back for 
the evening's entertainment. 
Feather-crested young Iban men carrying spears and 
shields began the performance with a war dance called 
"ajat bunoh,” The girls, their costumes sparkling and 
heavy with silver disks, joined in next for a romantic 
and graceful dance called ‘‘ajat main.” The dancing 
went on as evening turned into night and night into the 
early hours of morning. 


IT WAS, FINALLY, not our hosts who were tired — 
they looked as if they could go on dancing and enjoying 
themselves for hours — but we. Just before the sun 
came up we were led to our mattresses. I think I was 
asleep before I properly said goodnight. 
We started back to Kuching the next day soon after 
breakfast Our last sight of the longhouse, as our boat 
made its way out into the muddy river, was the 
children, massed on the bank and calling to us to ‘‘come 
back soon'”

Hotel Rooms 


In New York 


One dollar a day for a hotel room in 
New York City'’ 
According to the American Automobile 
Association, that was the price for a 
modest room 60 years ago. 
An arbitrary classification of hotel 
prices was compiled in “ King s How to 
See New York” guidebook, published in 
1914 
The guidebook defined the hotel district 
between Broadway and Park Avenue. 
from 34th to 59th streets and divided the 
hotels into five classifications. 
"Ultrafashionable rooms have a mini 
mum rate for a room of $3 a day; 
fashionable, with a minimum rate of 
$2.50; first-class, with a minimum rate of 
$2; good, with a minimum rate of $1 50 
and fair. with a minimum rate of $1 
Room with bath usually costs 50 
to $1 
more There are. however, excellent bo 
tels which have a few small rooms for 
which a charge of $1 is made, while some 
hotels with a minimum of $2.50 possess 
no other advantage over cheaper hotels 
than ait old reputation of a fashionable 
location 
“ Fashionable, in this classification, 
does not necessarily imply that the hotel 
is patronized by society folks Some, Uke 
the Manhattan and the Belmont, near 
Grand Central Station, attract mainly 
business people who desire the best hotel 
accommodations obtainable, yet want to 
stay near the railroad station.”

Fortunately, he was carrying plenty of 
film. 
None of the children or their elders really spoke 
English, and none of us spoke their language except for 
our tour guide, but we got by with sign language and 
lots of smiles. 
By the time we returned the whole longhouse had 
assembled for dinner. The adult Ibans are a small and 
handsome people, and picturesque by our standards, 
with their extensive body tattoos and the heavy gold 
rings which stretch their ear lobes nearly to their 
shoulders They are also extraordinarily hospitable

Old Tasmania Penal Colonies Today's 


By JEANNE WALDEN 
The child in front of us held his finger to his lips 
urging us to be quiet. 
There in front of us in a small clearing in the jungle 
was a creature most of us had only seen in zoos, an 
amazingly human figure in spite of the thick reddish fur 
which made it stand out against the lush green 
surrounding it. “Orang utan,” the child whispered 
The jungles of the East Malaysian state of Sarawak 
teem with exotic fauna, but of all the dozens of rare 
species the orang-utan is the undisputed star. He once 
roamed all of Southeast Asia, but determined pursuit by 
hunters and collectors has wiped him out everywhere 
but here in North Borneo, and even here he is becoming 
rare. 
The friendly ape is called the “man of the forest” in 
the language of Sarawak’s Ibans, who are men of these 
forests themselves. Dwelling in longhouses in the far 
interior of the state, the Ibans are hunters and farmers 
now, but they were once famous as the original “wild 
men in Borneo,” pirates and headhunters. On this 
occasion they were our gracious hosts. 


OUR TRIP INTO the interior began at dawn in 
Kuching, the colorful and easy-going capital of Sarawak 
Five jarring hours by road brought us to the market 
town of Simanggang, where we had lunch and embarked 
on a rather precarious-looking motorized longboat for 
our journey upriver to the longhouse. 
An hour and a half later — and none too soon — we 
scrambled ashore at our destination, stretched out legs 
gratefully and were immediately surrounded by a group 
of noisy and friendly Iban children, our young guide and 
his friends and relatives. Visitors, we were made to

HOBART, Tasmania — Driving down 
the beautiful, winding cast coast of this 
inland state of the Australian common­ 
wealth I felt a motoring freedom un­ 
known for years 
Open roads, clear mountain air, fresh 
sea breezes and uncluttered small towns 
characterize this shield-shaped island. 
And there is plenty of gasoline Australia 
furnishes HO per cent of its own needs, 
and imports the rest from nearby Indone­ 
sia. 
As in other parts of this 190-mde-wide 
island, the road connecting the .seaside 
resorts from St 
Helens to Orford is 
newly surfaced 
It offers a variety of 
scenery that even the driver could enjoy 
because of the scarcity of traffic. 


MOST OF THE wide sandy beaches 
along this coast are deserted and there 
are dozens of secluded coves with small 
creseeent beaches along the road waiting 
to be claimed by the visitor. 
The most spectacular section of the 
east coast, along the Freycinet Peninsu­ 
la. consists of red granite cliffs rising 
2 000 feet out of the sea. Snow white 
sandy beaches lie below them 
Heading for the Tasman Peninsula and 
Port Arthur. I passed Maria Island (a 
wildlife sanctuary) off Orford Port Ar 
thur and Maria Island were penal colo­ 
nies described in literature of the day as 
“the end of the world.” Tasmania was 
then known as Van Dieman's Land When 
the convict camps closed in 1877, the 


settlers changed the name to honor Abel 
Janzoon Tasman, the discoverer of the 
island 


THE REMOTENESS that recommend 
ed Van Dieman's Land as a penal colony 
now is prized as an off-the-beaten-path 
tourist attraction 
ljooking at the ruins of the four-story 
brick penitentiary built in 1848, I won­ 
dered about the 12.500 convicts who had 
been shipped to this colony Could any of 
them possibly have imagined that the 
area would one day become a resort0 
That visitors from half way around the 
world would be fascinated by such coast 
a1 features as T-sman’s Arch, the Devil s 
Kitchen, the Blowhole and the Tes.-.elated 
Pavement0 
But while the scenery remains, traces 
of Tasmania's lost race — the aborigines 
— are hard to find In the far northwest 
corner of the island aboriginal rock 
carvings dating from the Ice 4ge can be 
seen in caves overhanging the beach at 
Marrawah. 


THE TRAGIC END of the aborigines is 
graphically displayed in the Hobart Mu­ 
seum In 1830, after a 28-year struggle 
between the settlers and the natives, only 
about IOO aborigines were left. They were 
settled on Flinders Island where their 
numbers gradually dwindled until the 
last one, Queen Truganim. died in 1876. 
Although long an Australian play­ 
ground, Tasmania was only recently 
ready for international tourism 
New 


motels and resorts now arc open, and a 
fly-drive system has been organized 
It offers th** traveler flexibility by 
arranging for the next night’s lodging at 
the previous motel If plans are changed 
during the day, the traveler can make 
the new arrangements by phone. Most 
fly-drive tours operate out of Hobart, 
which has frequent TAA and Ansett 
airline connections with Melbourne. 


THE BASIC PRICE of a two-week 
package tour of Tasmania from the West 
Coast of the U.S. is $1,175. This includes 
air fare. 14 nights accommodations and 
rental car with unlimited mileage 
Not included are meals, cost of gaso­ 
line and extras such as possible bus 
sightseeing tours or trip extensions to 
Fiji and Tahiti 
This is quite a bargain when you figure 
that the cost of the round-trip air fare 
alone from the West Coast is nearly 
$1,300 


MOTORISTS TRAV ELING through this 
Scotland-sized island, will cross numer­ 
ous mountain passes which afford spec­ 
tacular views. Tasmania is a series of 
hills and mountains rising higher in the 
western half, i Mount Ossa is the highest 
mountain at 5,305 feet) 
Usually free of dust, mist, fog, and 
smog, Tasmania enjoys a temperate 
climate with most of the island usually 
bathed in sunshine There are rain for­

There s good news and bad new’s. when 
you build a fence. 
First the bad — the problem of what to 
plant against if Now the good — a fence 
is a great backdrop for making everyone 
aware of w hat’s planted against it. 
First, consider the form and structure 
of shrubs that you plant against a fence 
or wall. Tall shrubs with an open pattern 
are more desirable in most cases than 
tall shrubs which bunch up in dense 
masses of foliage They permit the fence 
to show itself as a continuous, unbroken 
line 
Some to try include the Bottle 
Brush. Twisted Junipers and Pineapple 
Guava 
For a beautiful informal hedge. Xylos- 
ma senticosa is hard to beat. 
With smaller shrubs, the open pattern 
is less important, but form is still a 
matter of interest. The low-growing Juni­ 
pers are well adapted, as are heavenly 
Bamboo, New Zealand Flax and Lady 
Fem 
When planting a fence, give high priori­ 
ty to lots of blooms. Camellias, Azaleas, 
Rhododendrons and Fuchsias are perfect 
for shaded and semi-shaded areas In the 
sun. use Hoses, tall Bearded Iris or Bird 
of Paradise. 


Plant now. Get paid later! 
Especially if you win a first, second or 
third prize in the horticulture section of 
the annual Marin County Fair, this year 
Aug. 29 through Sept. 2. 
According to fair manager Marcelle 
McCoy, now is the time to start those 
seeds for some of the $504 being offered 
in premiums. Prize money will go for 
excellence in such things as beans, egg­ 
plants, peppers, tomatoes, broccoli, cab­ 
bage. chard, com, lettuce, beets, carrots, 
garlic, konlrabi. onion, potatoes, radish­ 
es, shallots and turnips. There are also 
prizes for vine crops as well as for fruits, 
berries and nuts. 
There is a special division for juniors 
only. 


CASH PRIZES WILL be $3, $2, and $1 
for senior divisions and $2, $1.50 and 50 
cents for the junior division. 
Santa Venetia nurseryman Bob Tanem, 
long connected with the Marin fair, 
cautions hopeful big money winners to 
remember that “biggest” isn’t always 
•‘best” — spectacular, yes, but big mon­ 
ey winners — no! 
For example, the best zucchini are 
those from four to five inches. They have 
better flavor than do the big pulpy 
monstrosities. 
What do judges look for in a tomato? 


FOR ONE THING, Tanem says, the 
stems should be left on. They should be 
firm and of a good red color. For fair 
competition, he suggests that green 
thumbers plant no earlier than the mid­ 
dle of April. Right now is ideal. Tomatoes 
take 28 days to ripen — all things, 
including weather, being equal. 
The gardener should select the bush or 
bushes on which he hopes to produce his 
winners. Thin out the blossoms. Take off 
all except those you hope to show. For 
example, on the standard tomato bush, 
leave only about IO blossoms. 
In Marin, eggplant is tricky and here 
the gardener doesn’t usually have to 
worry about over size. Plant in the mid­ 
dle of April in the hottest spot in your 
garden. Plant more than one bush. For 
show, leave the stems on and select those 
with the most lustrous color. 


TANEM SAYS THAT there are so 
many varieties of string beans, it is 
difficult to give specific tips. Judges 
generally go lor the tender, slim bean. 
three to four inches long. He suggests you 
.-trip all the beans off the plant three 
weeks before Fair time, feed lightly and 
harvest just before the show 
Here’s a goody; Plant nasturtiums in 
among your cucumbers for a crisp, 
sweet, not bitter vegetable. Train them 
on a wire fence to prevent water marks. 
Beets should be planted 60 days before 
the fair. 
Judges, the nurseryman suggests, look 
for good, firm beets, dark red, free from 
blemishes and about two and a half 
inches across. The tops should be cut off, 
the roots left on. They should be cleaned 
but not scrubbed Definitely here, your 
big, monstrous pithy beet may bring lots 
of "ohs” and “ahs,” but no prize! 


(ORN! NATURALLY, but remember 
these “no-nos” when it comes to turning 
your young ears into the “long green " 
Prize-winning corn must be edible. Big. 
old orange kernels add up to hog com. 
Tanem says. 
Cora should be picked just as it is 
turning yellow. Ears should be full, with 
no gaps. Take the silk off. Leave husk on 
The garden reporter talked to John 
Thomas and his wife, Mildred, a retired 
army couple from Corte Madera. Last 
year John won more blue ribbons for his 
vegetables than any other Marin grower 
Top money-wmner was Henry Koehn of 
St 
Helena. Mildred Thomas took her 
share of money too. 
So did the children of nurser) man 
Tanem. 


THE THOMASES, transplanted south­ 
erners who have been in Marin eight 
years, are already well into 1974 fair 
planting 
"Already the living room is completely 
full of bedding plants,” Mildred says. 
“ We have a big yard and John won’t stop 
until he has every last inch of it planted "

A. — Resilvering a mirror is an in­ 
volved process requiring the use of

Q. — A friend of mine recently gave 
me his old stationary scroll saw when he 
got a new one I find that I am constantly 
breaking the blades My friend says it 
never happens to him. What am I doing 
wrong 
A. — Assuming that you are using the 
saw on regular wood, the same as your 
friend, the most probable cause of Wade 
breakage is pushing the work into the 
blade too rapidly. A scroll saw is made to 
cut slowly. The same thing bolds true 
when cutting metal, which is done with a 
special Wade Feed the metal into the 
'aw too fast and you will wind up with a 
broken blade 


ii — I plan to lay resilient floor tiles on 
a wooden floor Is an underlayment of 
hardboard or ply-wood necessary? 
A — It is not necessary when the floor 
is smooth, in perfect condition and has 
lioards 3 teehee or less in width Even 
then, a felt underlayment generally is 
recommended 
For floors with rough

If all the woodwork is 
glossy and the sanding appears like too 
tough a job, buy one of the liquid 
preparations that can be used to provide 
an adhesion base for the paint.

A collection of tips for the home 
handyman or woman: 
Never use nails that are already rusted 
. . . Spraying is easier than brushing 
paint on reed and wicker objects . . . A 
wide piece of board will warp quicker 
than a narrow one . . . In removing 
wallpaper with water, softener or steam, 
the scraping should be done from the top 
down. 
When you have to work with an acid- 
water solution, always add the acid to the 
water, never the water to the acid . . . 
Wire screens should be installed at the 
top of each downspout where it connects 
with the gutter . .. Place identifying tags 
on all shut-off valves throughout the 
house so that they can be turned off in an 
emergency by someone unfamiliar with 
their locations . .. For painting a window 
sash, use a special round or oval brush 
about one inch wide . . . In starting a saw 


cut with a handsaw, the first few strokes 
should be upward. 


COLORS INFLUENCE the apparent 
size of a room, with white, cream, green 
and blue having an enlarging effect and 
red, pink, orange and yellow tending to 
diminish size . . . In wallpapers, those of 
large patterns reduce the apparent size 
of a room, while plain and small patterns 
enlarge it . . . Tarnish can be removed 
from brass and copper hardware with 
commercial cleaning products made spe­ 
cifically for that purpose, but if one isn t 
on hand. a fair job can be done with 
vinegar in which salt is dissolved 
Bricks laid end to end. or the long way, 
are known as ' stretchers:” those laid 


crossways, with only the ends showing, 
are called “headers” . ..

Regular enamel dries to a 
glossy finish, but flat enamels also can be 
obtained . . . Running boiling water into 
the kitchen sink drain every couple of 
days will help to prevent an accumula­ 
tion of grease . .. It’s only an old wives's 
tale that dumping coffee grounds into the 
sink drain will help to cleanse it; the 
truth is exactly the opposite. 


AN OLD. CLEAN paint brush is excel­ 
lent for brushing dust from the comers of 
cabinets . 
Metal tubing can be bent 
without causing kinks in it if you first fill 


it with damp sand, then bend the tubinj 
around wood Mocks nailed to a bench tnf 
or something similar . .. The most com 
mon cause of “alligatoring” in paint ii 
the application of a second coat before 
the first has dried thoroughly 
Don’t add thinner to paint unless the 
manufacturer’s instructions on the label 
say you should do so . .. If nails arf 
driven into wet wood, they will lose mort 
than half their holding power when th| 
wood becomes dry . . 
When wood is 
referred to as siding, it means that it & 
intended for exterior coverage . . . WaJ 
should not be put on a newly finialaed 
floor for at least two weeks.

It's Time To Break Away From Old Conventions

you are starting to stock a tool chest 
from scratch. 
Start with basic, general purpose tools 
those that can be used for many 
chores, like a hammer and screw driver. 
As your interest, your skill and the 
scope of your handiwork increases, you 
can start buying more specialized tools, 
such as different kinds of saws and 
chisels 
These will help you do more 
sophisticated jobs more easily. You prob­ 
ably will buy these more specialized tools 
in stages or one by one as you need them 
Finally, as you get really involved as I 
have, you will start buying really special­ 
ized tools and power equipment. At this 
point you will have become a real spe­ 
cialist. 
Here is a four-stage "buy as you learn" 
shopping list: 


STAGE I — a trounce hammer, a pair 
of pliers, three screwdrivers (including 
one with a Phillips head*, a tape mea­ 
sure, a medium adjustable w'rench. a 
combination crosscut-rip saw, an all­ 
purpose plane, a razorknife, a counter­ 
sink, a combination level-square and a 
drill with a few assorted bits 


STAGE II — a crosscut and a rip saw, 
assorted rasps and files, a wood chisel, 
an adjustable pipe wrench, a vise, a 
hacksaw, a brace and bit set. needlenose 
pliers and a propane torch outfit. 


STAGE III — an assortment of “ C" 
clamps, a framing square, channel 
pliers, a heavy-duty stapler, a portable 
quarter-inch electric drill and bits, a 
(lower sander, block and jack planes, a 
tack hammer, a set of socket wrenches, a 
spiral wTatchet screwdriver, a marking 
gauge and a stud finder. 


STAGE IV — for buffs that really have 
the bug — electric and rotary saber 
saws, a router and some so-called sta­ 
tionary equipment like a drill press and 
drum and belt sanders. 
These tools will become progressively 
more expensive as you move forward 
from stage to stage, but this way you 
won t bt* spending all your money at 
once It probably will take you several 
years tu complete this shopping list 
And you will be buying only what you 
need when you need it. You can stop at 
any time. You can add whatever you 
want.

Now that some of the conventional 
patterns of our traditional life styles have 
been broken, we may be ready for other, 
more significantly unconventional con­ 
cepts about how we use space. 
If, with a little sacrifice and aware­ 
ness. we can conserve both dollars and 
energy, it follows that we can make a 
conscious effort to rethink the ways in 
which we waste physical space. 
Most prognosticators in the field of 
housing and community planning believe 
the traditional floor plan for single-family 
dwellings and apartments is wasteful.

IF YOU STUDY the typical apartment 
floor plan, you'll find it no more than a 
carbon copy of a 1950s tract house plan. 
You’ll also find the same plan, with 
embellishments, on the 30th floor of the 
most exclusive (that is, expensive) con­ 
dominium 
So while everyone in the housing busi­ 
ness knows the traditional allocation of 
living space is wasteful, non functional 
and unimaginative, there s little incen­ 
tive to change. Visit IO new building 
projects in your community and see if 
you can find one original floor plan idea 
Maybe the place to start rethinking 
space is right within our current living 
environments The room shown here is 
an example of the first step in manipulat­ 
ing space for more efficient use. 


OBVIOUSLY THE room belongs to a 
youngster. In its 
“before" state, the 
double dresser on the left was centered 
on that wall and the kneehole desk was 
centered under the window on the right. 
Isn t that just about the way most of us 
would handle the furniture pieces? 
Well, with the help of an eye-opening 
decorating course given by local Sears, 
Roebuck design staffers, the owner 
earned a new insight into the amount of 
usable space she d been wasting or mis­ 
using. Following the instructor's advice, 
she started pushing pieces around the 
room — finally settling on the "bunch­ 
ing" idea. 


HER DECISION to bunch the dresser 
and desk together seemed lopsided until 
she discovered at Sears a series of ready- 
to-finish plywood cubes (each 15 inches 
square). She and her youngster bought 
seven cubes and then painted and wall- 
mounted them 
They liked the look but. after deciding 
the walls looked "blah," they dismounted 
everything and created a jazzy wall 
mural 
Actually, it's nothing more than some 
cleverly arranged stripes of paint "wrap­ 
ping" the walls in color — sort of like a 
giant gift wrapping. 


EVEN THE OLD blinds were included 
in the motif. They were painted while 
open and closed, so there’s no break in 
continuity. 
For an upgraded floor covering, the 
team chose carpet tiles in flat and shag 
textures. 
When the project was completed, the 
room seemed larger and was definitely 
more functional. Nobody misses curtains 
at the windows or the almost cliche* 
trappings of "boys’ room" decorating 
trivia. It s a real space for sleep, study 
and jamming — a living bedroom.

Since the track receives several hun­ 
dred TV and radio requests annually, 
we run a check on most o f them. In 
1972 we asked radio stations to send 
us tapes of Derby reports they carried. 
About 50 percent replied. The others 
were crossed off our freebie list. But 
not all the tapes were legitimate, either. 
The most amusing tape came from 
a Michigan man who claimed he had 
been in radio for 25 years and said his 
station was a member of a national net­ 
work. Since he was nearing retirement 
age, he and his wife were extremely 
anxious to see the Kentucky Derby be­ 
fore calling it quits, he said. He was 
given press-box credentials and his wife 
got a scat in the stands with the other 
writers’ wives. 
Churchill Downs officials were aghast 
as they listened to his recording o f the 
Derby. He said it was being run at 
Lexington, Ky. (which did not make 
the folks in Louisville very happy), and 
lie talked about his wife getting sun­ 
burned watching the Derby from her 
seat. For the sun to hit those shaded 
stands, it would have had to rhine up 
from the ground! 
But we get so many requests that 
Churchill Downs has been forced to 
set a cutoff date. Also, we furnish 
credentials only when the request is 
on official stationery. Then these are 
checked out thoroughly. This year, no 
credentials will be mailed to applicants. 
They must follow up their requests in 
person, bringing along their Churchill 
Downs letter of approval. This is a sys­ 
tem used by the U .S. Olympic Commit­ 
tee to weed out as many unworthy ap­ 
plicants as possible. 
Shortly after the 1973 Derby, we re­ 
ceived a request from a Florida woman 
who wanted credentials for her hus­ 
band in 1974. W as he a member of the 
press? W ell, no, she said, she just 
wanted to give them as a Father’s Day 
present. We complimented her on her 
thoughtfulness—and told her where she 
could call to get legitimate Derby tick­ 
ets. Alas, we don’t furnish 
n 
Father’s Day gifts, either.

et's go to the Kentucky Derby! W ho 
says you can’t get tickets? I have

a friend who sees that I get press 
tickets anytime I want to go. Since 
this is the 100th Derby coming up the 
first Saturday in M ay, I plan to go.” 
Many o f my troubles start with a 
declaration that goes something like 
that—countless people who don’t qual­ 
ify for press tickets try to put one over 
on me and my Churchill Downs press 
staff every year. 


Some o f the requests are so ridicu­ 
lous they’re downright funny. Even 
“One-Eyed” 
Connolly, 
the 
greatest 
gate-crasher of all time, never thought 
of some of the modern-day ploys. 
For example, there was the Arizona 
man who wrote us last M arch, using 
International News Service stationery, 
requesting credentials for a reporter 
and a photographer. He also requested 
rooms for each during Derby week. 
As an old newspaperman, I knew very 
well that the International News Ser­ 
vice had gone out of business in 1958. 
But. just to see what this man really did 
for a living, I dialed the phone number 
on his stationery. A secretary answered. 
"D oes M r . 
work there?" I asked. "I 
should say so!" she replied. "H e’s our 
com pany’s most prominent attorney!*’ 
The list o f phonies, moochers and 
would-be con men is endless: the Euro­ 
pean reporters who want to see the 
Derby as "observers” — and never so 
much as tell their papers that a Derby 
was run; the "television executives” 


asking us to leave credentials at the 
gate to be picked up by various anony­ 
mous people; requests for passes from 
obscure and nonexistent periodicals, 
including one that called itself "Ind i­ 
ana’s Most Original Magazine.” 
(It 
turned out to be so original that even 
the local post ‘office didn’t know where 
it was!) I see them all—and they remind 
me of what Sen. Howard Baker said 
about the W atergate witnesses. They 
represent, he said, a strange “submer­ 
gence o f conscience.” 


And the gall o f some of these people! 
In 1971, a photographer wrote that he 
and his family had been designated (he 
didn’t say by whom) to shoot movies of 
the nation’s top sports events that year. 
The Kentucky Derby was one of them. 
He requested full credentials for him­ 
self, his wife, his 12-year-old daughter, 
his ten-year-old son and his seven-year- 
old daughter. He claimed that all of 
them — including the seven-year-old — 
were manning cameras. On top of that, 
he wanted to know if he could park his

hadn’t seen him since he’d faded 
from the teenyboppers’ screaming 
list, gotten married, become a 
father and starred in a dropout tele­ 
vision show. Now, with eight gold 
singles and four gold albums under his 
belt, Bobby Sherman is a happy million­ 
aire, acting when he wants and turning 
out records in his homemade studio 
when he feels like it. We talked as he 
escorted me around his fascinating one- 
story California home. 
FAMILY WEEKLY: How did you find 
such a charming house? 
BOBBY: It was the first place I looked 
at when I decided I wanted my own. 
There’s an acre of ground with it. But 
I’ve made a lot of changes. Want to see 
my Fun Room? 
FW: Fun Room? 
BOBBY: It’s where I show movies. I 
can show any kind. Last night we had 
Cinemascope. I covered the wails with 
oversized movie-star posters. That’s a 
French antique admission booth in the 
comer, and over there is an old penny 
flip-card machine I repaired. I also 
made the candy counter. 
FW: You must be pretty handy. 
BOBBY: I ’ve really enjoyed fixing up 
the place. When the baby was born I 
took off about eight months to help 
Patty, and while 'the two of them 
napped every day, I worked around the 
house. 
FW: W here’s your home studio? 
BOBBY: On the other side of the solar­ 
ium, beyond the sauna room. Don’t trip 
on my tools. 
FW [Inside the studio, eyeing a laby­ 
rinth of wires, machines, lights and but­ 
tons]: It looks like a recording studio 
at NBC! Did you do all this yourself? 

I took a couple of 
electronic courses and worked in com­ 
puter radar while I was in college. I 
have 
16-track recording equipment 
here. I did the majority of last year’s 
work out of here. I just finished a tape 
that had 38 pieces on it. A lot of peo­ 
ple don't understand that I play every 
single instrument on it. 
FW: How many instruments do you ac­ 
tually play? 
BOBBY: Eleven. Drums, trumpet, gui­ 
tar, bass, French horn, trombone, bari­ 
tone sax. piano, organ, sitar and har­ 
monica. When I get an idea for a song 
I come in here, play it on the guitar and 
beef it up with other instruments by 
Ping-Ponging them back and forth, un­ 


til I get the sounds I want. That’s why 
I built the studio. 
FW: Do you write your own songs? 
BOBBY: Sometimes, but not that often. 
Oddly enough I’m more creative when 
the material is from someone else. 
When I write a song I prefer to have 
Ward produce it. [Ward Sylvester, his 
manager and partner.] 
FW: I see an editing machine. Isn’t that 
for film? 
BOBBY: Yes. I’m getting into that, too. 
I built the cinemobile parked outside. 
It’s a miniature movie studio on wheels. 
I even have a crane on top for special 
camera work. I do my own editing, but 
not the optics. So far it’s mainly for 
commercials.

If your skin feels taut; if it over­ 
reacts, reddens or becomes irritated by 
heat, cold, sun, wind; if it flakes; if 
you’re conscious of tiny lines-you have 
dry skin. 
Do you have combination skin? 
Ifs not at all uncom m on. It can be 
diagnosed by oiliness around the ‘T - 
zone"— forehead, nose, chin—with dry­ 
ness in your cheek area, tautness, flaki­ 
ness, and the beginnings of fine lines 


around the eyes and mouth, despite ex­ 
cess oiliness in the middle of your fore­ 
head or around your nose. For com ­ 
bination skin, use the preparations for 
oily and dry on the appropriate areas 
of your face. 
W hat you eat plays a big role in your 
beauty scheme, too. 
According 
to 
derm atologist 
Dr. 
Irwin I. Lubowe, even when you’re 
watching your weight you should pam ­ 
per your skin and eat a selective am ount 
of protein: lean meat, milk, poultry, 
fish (shellfish, such as lobster, shrimp 
and clams, not more than once every 
two weeks because of the high iodine 
and cholesterol content), non-spicy 


cheese such as cottage, cream , pot, 
American and G ruyere. 
Fats are im portant for supple skin, 
too, particularly the unsaturated kind 
contained in corn oil, peanut oil, sesame 
oil and olive oil. Y our diet should also 
include helpings of fruit, yellow and 
green vegetables, and salads. 
Experts agree that the same foods 
that keep you trim can keep your com ­ 
plexion clear. Remember, too, that the 
original ‘‘low calorie” beverage, water, 
can do wonderful things for you. Eight 
to ten glasses a day are still recom ­ 
mended (as an aid to digestion and 
elim ination), to put a glow in your 
complexion. 


Whatever your skin type, this chart should tell you at a 
glance what you need to correct and care for your complexion: 


Normal Skin 


1. A cream or lotion cleans­ 
er to lift off day’s deposits 
of grime, makeup, pollution. 
2. A freshener to remove 
residue of makeup that the 
eye can’t see. 
3. Daytim e m oisturizer, 
cream or lotion type, for un­ 
der makeup. 
4. A masque, perhaps once 
a week, to stimulate facial 
circulation. 


Dry Skin 


1. A gentle cream cleanser. 
2. A light freshener, without 
much alcohol. 
3. A m oisturizer un der 
makeup by day, to serve as 
a protective shield. 
4. A rich night cream to help 
your skin retain moisture 
while you sleep. 
5. A masque, once every two 
weeks. 
6. Eye cream for delicate 
area under the eyes. (Ac­ 
tually, all types need it since 
there are no oil glands in 
this area.) 


Oily Skin 


1. Non-greasy cleanser to 
deep-clean without adding 
oil. 
2. An astringent or fresh­ 
ener formulated specifically 
for oily skin. 
3. A masque, two or three 
times a week, to shed dead 
skin. 
4. Cleansing grains, whose 
mild abrasive action clears 
pores, removes surface skin 
cells. 


“The Tissue I est”: 
How to Gauge Your 
Skin Type 


1. Wash face thoroughly. 
Wait a half hour. 
2. Mark three pieces of tis­ 
sue paper A, B, C. 
3. Wipe A over forehead; B 
over nose and chin; C over 
each cheek. 
4. lf tissue is unstained, skin 
is dry in that area; some 
dampness means skin has 
normal moisture; traces of 
oil mean those glands are 
overactive. 


Face-Care Tips For 
People Over 30 


The Am erican zeal for bath­ 
ing in too hot, too soapy water, 
and for soaking for too long, 
may speed up the skin’s drying 
process. W hen a wom an is in 
her thiities, her body produces 
less sebum (the skin's natural 
oil), so her skin needs special 
handling. Pulling, pressing and 
stretching facial skin is out. 
And from Pond’s Beauty Insti­ 
tute com es the advice that only 
gentle upward and outw ard mo­ 
tions should be used. The only 
exception to this rule is in the 
under-eye 
area, 
where

HEART ATTACKS AND BENT 
EARS. Do you have a certain 
diagonal crease or fold in your 
earlobe? If so, you may be a 
"Candidate for heart attack. This 
astute observation was made by 
cardiologist Dr. Edgar Lich- 
stein and his associates at Mt. 
Sinai School of Medicine in 
New York City. Observing 531 
heart-attack patients in a coro- 
nary-care unit, he found diag* 
onal creases on the earlobes 
of 47 percent of them. In a 
group of patients with no his­ 
tory of heart disease, only 30 
percent had the same sign. It 
is not known if these patients 
had the ear crease at birth (i.e., 
is it a genetic trait and is heart 
attack genetically determined?). 
But since the ear crease is as­ 
sociated 
with 
patients 
with 
coronary disease, it is an extra 
help in identifying those with a 
greater risk of heart disease. 


PHYSICIAN, HEAL THYSELF. 
Doctors have three times as 
high a suicide rate as the public 
at large-and psychiatrists com­ 
mit suicide most often of all. 
Why? Many reasons. One: Doc­ 
tors hesitate to seek help, prob­ 
ably because they feel it will 
lower the pedestal on which the 
public puts them. Two: The 
grueling 
obstacle 
course 
of 
medical school, where usually 
only the most compulsive suc­ 
ceed. This type of person may 
not be the one best able to cope 
with emotional stresses. Three: 
Doctors, in dealing with drugs 
and needles, have easy access 
to relatively painless death. It ta 
also found that doctors may 
not make the best husbands 
or fathers. The family situation 
in a physician’s household often 
deteriorates because the wife 
receives minimal attention from 
her husband, who is married to 
his medical career. 


FEEL JUST LIKE NEW? One 
of the dire accompaniments of 
age is depression. Depression 
is more than sadness. It also 
makes itself felt as sleeplessness 
and various other discomforts, 
and it takes the joy out of life. 
The world-famous 
Dr. 
Ann 


Aslam, director of the Bucha­ 
rest Institute of Geriatrics, de­ 
veloped Gerovital H3, a special 
combination of procaine and 
other ingredients. It is used 
throughout the world for reju­ 
venation, but has been banned 
in the U.S. Yet people have 


flocked to Europe for the treat­ 
ment and returned with glowing 
reports of its effectiveness. And 
you can see the difference-the 
subjects do look (and apparent­ 
ly feel) indefinably younger. 
Dr. Nathan Kline, world-re­ 
nowned 
psychiatrist and re­ 


search director of Rockland 
State Hospital, started to use 
the Aslam formula in depres­ 
sion cases, with encouraging re­ 
sults. More recently, two Cali­ 
fornia doctors found Gerovital 
H3 effective in fighting de­ 
pression, increasing people’s 


general sense of well-being, 
and in easing the discomforts 
of the degenerative diseases 
that accompany aging. What 
does it all mean? It means that 
finally, after blind rejection, 
Gerovital H3 is being tried in 
the U.S.—with positive results.

When you delay ovulation 
in animals, there is a striking 
increase in genetic abnormali­ 
ties in the litters. Dr. Gellis 
warns

at the top of the list. 


MALE BIRTH C O N T R O L . 
Why can’t anything be done to 
control births on the male level? 
It can. Vasectomy (tying off 
ducts that transport sperm) does 
it. But the big drawback is that 
vasectomy is hard to undo if a 
couple change their minds and 
decide to have children. How 
about a valve to shut off the 
sperm duct and reopen it if 
the couple change their minds? 
It’s on the way. Successful in 
animal experiments, Dr. Joseph 
E. Davis, professor of urology 
at New York Medical College, 
is now doing research on the 
valve in human volunteers. It 
looks encouraging, but the real 
test, says Dr. Davis, will be if 
pregnancy occurs 
when 
the 
valve is reversed to let the sperm 
come through the duct. That’s 
what we’re waiting to see. 


WAS DON JUAN A T E E ­ 
TOTALER? Even Shakespeare 
knew that sexual performance 
is difficult for a man while 
drunk. Now, Dr. Jack Mendel- 
son of Harvard Medical School, 
a psychiatrist who is doing re­ 
search in alcoholism, finds that 
the level of testosterone, the 
male sex hormone, falls consid­ 
erably during the intake of al­ 
cohol.

ROUGHING IT. Bran has been a 
favorite remedy of food zealots 
for decades. Now it seems they 
may have been right — but for 
the wrong 
reasons. 
Doctors 
have found that a high residue 
diet—i.e., one in which bulk or 
roughage is high — is strongly 
desirable for the prevention ot 
diverticulosis of the colon. 
Diverticulosis is a condition in 
which hernias, or little sacks, 
form in the intestine. Accord­ 
ing to Dr. Steven Bernstein of 
Ft. Myers, Fla., bran, and other 
roughage-producing foods, has­ 
tens evacuation of stool. This 
lessens the chances of pressure 
building up in the intestine or 
colon, which is one reason for 
the formation of diverticula. 


HELP FOR TATTOOED MEN. 
Many a man has had himself 
tattooed with a girl’s name — 
only to regret it when he mar­ 
ried somebody else! How to re­ 
move a tattoo? Until now, the 
process has been hard, painful 
and scar-producing. Now, salt 
may be coming lo the rescue! 
Dr. Gary H. Manchester, a 
plastic surgeon from San Diego, 


Calif., recently reported suc­ 
cessful removal of 200 tattoos 
within the last two years. He 
rubs the tattood skin with salt 
on an electrically driven, felt- 
padded disk. Effective? Yes — 
at least in most cases. 


MIND OVER MATTER. Not 
long ago the expression tran­ 
scendental meditation (T M ) 
was associated with a man in a 
turban who told your fortune. 
We have come a long way since. 
Respectable 
researchers — 
among them Dr. Neal Miller of 
Rockefeller University and Dr. 
Herbert 
Benson of Harvard 
Medical School — report that it 
can he effective. TM is mental 
concentration that is directed 
toward producing physical and 
mental changes. Physiological 
changes can be willed to hap­ 
pen according to Certain rituals 
prescribed by TM . Through 
TM , for example, blood pres­ 
sure can be reduced, mi­ 
graine and other pains stop­ 
ped, breathing slowed down, 
sleep induced. TM , say the 
doctors, deals not only with 
how it feels to be healthy (as 
with a reduction of blood pres­ 
sure) but can also result in 
well-being—can actually 
reduce blood pressure. HI

Psychologists 
have 
found that music does things to 
you-whether you like it or not. 
In one study of its mood-alter­ 
ing power, subjects were ex­ 
posed to “ a series of brief clas- 
sical-music excerpts that cover­ 
ed specific mood dimensions: 
depresscd-to-happy, agitated-to- 
serene, bored-to-active, and ac- 
tive-to-majcstic.” In every case, 
the emotions of the subjects par­ 
alleled the mood of the music. 
2. True. While studies show that 
music has a definite effect on 
the emotions of all listeners, 
research at Texas Tech Uni­ 
versity, which compared the re­ 
sponses of men and women, 
demonstrated that women react 
more positively to music than 
men do. Apparently the swains 
of yesteryear knew what they 
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were doing when they courted a 
lady with the music-under-her- 
balcony-window routine. 


3. False—according to the find­ 
ings of a team of University of 
Michigan 
researchers, 
which 
showed that the young people 
studied were “ much more inter­ 
ested in sound than in meaning. 
Most of the teenagers either did 
not understand the lyrics or 
were indifferent.” 
4. True — according to a psy­ 
chological study that compared 
boys who played instruments in 
the school band with other boys 
the same age.
